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NAVY YARDS AND NEW NAVY CONDITIONS. 


A mistake into which the New Orleans Picayune 
‘alls regarding the retention of navy yards is one common 
io many who do not understand the changed and chang- 
{ng conditions in the Navy. Probably there is no field 
of human activity in which change, progress and 
development have been more marked in the last twenty 
-ears than in the American Navy. From a thing of 
little power and effectiveness two decades ago it has 
now become one of the greatest sea fighting machines 
in the world, ranking next to the mighty fleets of Great 
Britain ig ships and guns, and becoming a tremendous 
power for the defense of the country and for the assur- 
ing of peace. Yet.the Picayune, apparently oblivious 
of all this, in speaking of prospective naval legislation 
in this Congress and Secretary Meyer’s wise recommen- 
dations for the abandonment of certain navy yards, says 
that “the existing yards were all established by Congress 
‘or good and sufficient reasons, and the legislative body 
is not likely to be impressed with the Department’s 
nlea for the abandonment of most of the yards to build 
up a plant at Guantanamo, which is never likely to be 
of any practical use.” 

No one acquainted with the history of the Navy and 
its needs in the last hundred years would dispute the 
first part of this quotation. What is contended is 
that the same reasons do not obtain now, that the condi- 
tions which made them of importance years ago no 
longer exist. The advent of steam and the increased 
steaming radius of the modern Dreadnoughts have 
altered greatly the circumstances in which the yards 
were originally planned. It seems to be impossible for 
some students of naval matters to dissociate themselves 
from local prejudice and local desires. The value of 
Guantanamo as a naval station and its effect upon the 
utility of certain home stations do not appear able to 
impress such minds. We shall try to bring the lesson 
of Guantanamo home to them. 

et us suppose that as a result of the Spanish War 
Cuba had become a possession of the United States and 
that therefore we might fortify it as we chose and use 
it as we desired to provide naval defenses for the Carib- 
bean Sea and the West Indies waters. Obviously the 
possession of this large island, commanding at once the 
entrance to the Caribbean Sea and the Gulf of Mexico, 
would have made unnecessary the naval stations at 
New Orleans and other places on the Gulf. Yet is it 
to be supposed that in such a case a proposal to abandon 
the New Orleans Yard would have been met with ap- 
proval from that city? We should without doubt have 
seen a similar campaign to that now being waged against 
the abolition of the yard, and we should have been told 
that the “yards, having been established for a good and 
sufficient reason by Congress,” they should not be 
changed. 

To an appreciable extent the present conditions 
resemble those we have imagined. Cuba has passed out 
of the control of a foreign Power and has become a 
republic that owes its existence to the United States, 
and therefore may be deemed to place. our interests 
before those of any other country in the event of our 
going to war. Cuba has already shown her good-will 
toward us by granting the use of Guantanamo for a 
naval station, giving us command of the great Windward 
Passage, the islands of Jamaica, Hayti, Santo Domingo 
and Porto Rico and the entrance to the Caribbean Sea, 
while at the same time enabling us to control the 
approaches to the Gulf of Mexico. It is not conceivable 
that Cuba would turn against the United States in case 
of war, so that through the use of the Guantanamo base 
we practically have Cuba as a possession, so far as 
naval advantage is concerned. It must be obvious that 
since territorial control has so radically changed since 
1898 there must have conseanentlv come a change in the 


relation of certain navy yards to the scheme of national 
naval defense, and that that Secretary of the Navy is 
the most progressive and farsighted who sees this change 
and seeks to adapt our naval policy to the altered 


situation. The control which Guantanamo gives to the 
United States is clearly set forth in the annual report 
of Secretary Meyer, which we summarized in our last 
issue. 

These observations have to do only with features 
extraneous to the Navy itself. Were we disposed to 
dwell upon the improvements and modifications in the 
ships of the Navy we might easily fill several pages 
with arguments to show that by the replacement of sail 
power with steam, with the addition of a great repair 
ship to the fleet, with the development of repair facilities 
in the ships themselves that enable them to make all 
minor repairs where a few years ago they would have 
had to limp back to the nearest navy yard, the necessity 
for so many yards has virtually disappeared, and that 
the dream of Mr. Meyer of making the fleet, except in 
cases of severe injuries received in battle, self-sustaining, 
self-supporting and self-repairing once it puts to sea is 
coming daily nearer realization, and with this approach- 
ing fulfillment grows less and less the value of the 
smaller yards. 
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CONDITIONS IN THE FAR EAST. 


President Inazo Nitobe, of the First Imperial College 
of Japan, a graduate of Johns Hopkins University, 
Baltimore, Md., and the first Japanese exchange pro- 
fessor to come to America, was unfortunate in his 
opening address in this country, the one delivered at 
Columbia University, New York, on Nov. 20, in taking 
the wrong view of the attitude of the military men of 
the United States toward Japan. In the account in the 
newspapers we find that Dr. Nitobe gave up the intro- 
duction to his first lecture to an answer to the “travelers 
and military men who have been writing of the imminence 
of a war between Japan and the United States.” It 
would be interesting to learn from what sources the 
information reached this Japanese professor that our 
military men have been writing of the imminence of war 
with Japan. We know none. The ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL has printed many opinions from military men 
on the subject of war with Japan, but they have never 
even hinted at the imminence of war with that country. 
They have merely discussed the military condition of 
this country in the event of such a war, just as for years 
military men have been discussing the unpreparedness 
of the Atlantic coast in case of war with a European 
Power. But that has not been to say that we feared 
immediate war with Germany, France or England. 
Steps are being taken now for the beginning of the 
fortifving of the Chesapeake Bay. Following the lines 
of Dr. Nitobe’s views, Europeans should at once take 
that as an indication of the imminence of war between 
the United States and some European nation. Dr. 
Nitobe is quoted as saying that “the war scare was the 
creation of the yellow press.” Again was this professor 
badly misinformed, and we take the liberty of cautioning 
him that he has much to learn of our people before he 
can speak thus dogmatically of the conditions which 
only a few months ago aroused California and necessi- 
tated the intervention of the President of the United 
States to end a situation on the Pacific coast that was 
highly charged with warlike possibilities. In bringing 
about that situation the military men of the country 
had no part whatever. If there ever was a public move- 
ment or agitation totally dissociated from all suspicion 
of military coloring that was one of them. 

In all consideration of the present anarchial situa- 
tion in China, it is well to bear in mind that Japan has 
more at stake in the present troubles of China than any 
other country, and that therefore many good students of 
Oriental politics believe she is seeking to play the part 
of Little Jack Horner with a very good prospect of pull- 
ing out a very fat and substantial plum when things 
quiet down. The Pekin correspondent of the New York 
Tribune gives advice that perhaps conduces to a safer 
and saner view of Chinese affairs by saying that to 
many people in the Far Fast the distrust of Japan 
amounts to a mania. but while admitting all that still it 
is generally conceded that the vast Japanese interests 
which are tied up with the permanence or the dissolu- 
tion of the Chinese Empire make it only natural that 
she should have her weather eye open for the main 
chance. Japan’s interests may be said to be as para- 
mount in the East as those of the United States in 
Latin America. Corea has become Japanese, and the 
next step in the expansion of Japan must be toward 
Manchuria. Already Japan has a firm hold on Southern 
Manchuria, where the key of the situation is the South 
Manchurian railway. Japan now controls it by lease 
acquired by Russia from China and in turn by Japan 
from Russia. To fulfill her aims Japan sees that she 
must own this railroad. Her lease expires in 1923. 
China is unwilling to yield Manchuria, but she does not 
see how she can stop the onward sweep of the sturdy 
little islanders. The development of a chaotic condition 
in China, many think, would give Japan a good excuse 
for taking a larger part in the affairs of Manchuria. 
Indeed, although the United States is committed to the 
policy of the open door and the territorial integrity of 
China, some affect to believe that things are at such a 
pass now that if Japan to-morrow were to announce 
her intention of taking complete charge of affairs in 
Manchuria there would be no protest from the govern- 
ment in Washington. Russia is not expected to get 


very angry even if Japan should move an army into

Southern Manchuria on the plea of preserving order, 
since what the Mikado would gain there Russia would 
offset with incroachments in Northern Manchuria. 

The belief that Japan has had an active part in 
helping on the Chinese revolution may be unjustly based 
in some part upon the presence among the revolution- 
aries of Chinese men of education and influence who 
have attended institutions of learning in Japan. Of 
late years the number of Japanese-educated Chinese has 
largely increased. Nearly every returned student from 
Japan is a firebrand reformer filled with an uncompro- 
mising hatred of the existing Manchu dynasty, hence it 
is only natural for the masses blindly to associate Japan 
with the uprising. Still it is held against Japan that 
her schools take care to teach the Chinese new ideas of 
government for the purpose of exciting revolt. The 
belief that the revolution was organized with the assist- 
ance of Japan cannot, of course, be proved, but for- 
eigners deem it of not little significance that certain 
Japanese Army men happened to be in Wu-Chang when 
the revolution broke out and that a Japanese admiral 
was on his way up the Yang-tse river the day the up- 
rising began. There has been much talk in Peking 
since the outbreak of the possibility of the Chinese Im- 
perial Court fleeing to Manchuria and at Mukden put- 
ting itself under the protection of Japan. Such a thing 
would mean the Japanese dominance of Manchuria, for 
that territory would be hers, openly, logically and justi- 
fiably. ‘The Manchus having returned home, the rebel- 
lious Chinese probably would be content to let them go, 
satisfied with having recovered their own country from 
the clutch of the “carpetbaggers.”” Manchuria would 
thus be severed from China for good and Japan while 
allowing the Manchus nominally to rule would really be 
in a position to make it as Japanese as Korea. Cable 
advices of Dec. 3 indicated that Manchuria, which, until 
then had been only passively rebellious, might become 
at any time an active factor in the revolution. Gen. 
Erh-hsun, viceroy of Manchuria, reported to the gov- 
ernment that Japanese were assisting the revolutionaries, 
to the extent of importing dynamite for the rebels and 
even enlisting in their ranks: -The Chinese Foreign 
Board called attention to the arrest of four Japanese offi- 
cers charged with throwing bombs in Mukden. The 
Japanese Legation promptly disavowed such actions and 
promised to make every effort to preserve the strictest 
neutrality on the part of.individual Japanese. 
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Believing that his plan will result in greatly increas- 
ing the commerce of the United States, Director General 
John Barrett, of the Pan-American Union, urges that 
the Panama Canal be made free for the use of all 
nations. A free canal, he says, would increase the 
commerce of this country in ten years to fifty times 
the cost of operation and maintenance, and will destroy 
all possibility of monopoly in interoceanic traffic. It 
will keep rates between the two. coasts,of the United 
States at a minimum and develop an immense trade 
between the Atlantic and Gulf ports and California, 
Oregon and Washington, and the west coast of the South 
American republics. It will encourage those republics 
to develop their merchant marine and make them feel 
that the canal is for their good as well as for our good. A 
free canal would attract much Suez traffic we should other- 
wise lose, and it would settle immediately the treaty issues 
with foreign countries over discrimination in tolls against 
them. The Atlantic and Gulf ports with a free canal 
will be able to build up a trade with Asia and Australia 
which otherwise would use the Suez Canal or not exist 
at all. Since Governor Judson Harmon, of Ohio, is a 
Democratic Presidential possibility, his views as to 
encouragement of shipping are interesting. In an ad- 
dress before the Trans-Mississippi Congress in Kansas 
City on Nov. 15 he took strong ground against subsidies 
for building up our merchant marine. These, he believed, 
could not be distributed with fairness. “All that is 
needed,” he said, “is to give American enterprise a fair 
chance by changing our antiquated navigation laws, 
which have driven our commerce from the seas. We 
shall not get our share of commerce while we have to 
depend on foreign carriers.” 














The Pacific coast appears to be awakening to the im- 
portance of a Coast Artillery Reserve. The state of 
Oregon is now organizing seven companies of Ceast Ar- 
tillery Militia. Capt. Henry R. Casey, C.A.C., on duty 
with the Militia of California, was on Dec. 4 directed to 
confer with the adjutant general of the state of Oregoa 
on plans for the organization of the new companies. {n 
addition to the organization of new companies in Oregon 
it is understood that plans are being formulated for five 
more Coast Artillery Reserve Companies in Washington. 
In no part of the country is there more need for activity 
in this line than on the Pacific coast. While the Pa- 
cific coast has been demanding a stronger fleet from the 
Navy and more troops from the Army the far western 
states have not been doing their part in the maintenance 
of a strong Militia. For some reason or other there is 
not in the great city of San Francisco a single company 
of state Militia Infantry. While the Pacific coast is 
constantly calling the country’s attention to the yellow 
peril it is not taking the steps that it should take to 
provide a defense against it. 
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From Cologne, Dec. 3, it is reported that the military 
authorities are planning to build an aerial cruiser with 
a carrying power of three hundred persons and a speed 
of fifty miles an hour. The plan is the outcome of the 
aerial maneuvers just ended, which were unusually 
antisfactory. : 
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In the make-up of the Eastern all-star football team 
for 1911, as worked out by newspaper expert followers 
of the game, the Army and Navy fare well. The New 
York World’s football authority gives to the Navy two 
places on such a team—Brown at tackle and Dalton as 
one of the halves. Brown is bracketed with Hart, of 
Princeton, and Dalton shares honors with Morrison. 
The Boston Globe places Devore, of West Point, with 
Hart among the tackles, and makes Dalton the lone 
star halfback. In the New York Tribune’s list Dalton 
is the sole representative of the Services, being placed 
at left halfback. ‘This is in the first or chief team. In 
the second eleven the Tribune picks Devore for right 
tackle, Arnold for left guard, both of West Point. The 
Tribune explains that Dalton and Wendell, of Harvard, 
are chosen for left and right halfbacks, respectively, 
because they “have the faculty of picking their openings 
with rare precision and of running so strongly that they 
are hard to stop. Both also are good defensive backs, 
and a better combination would be hard to find. Dalton 
is needed on the first team also for his punting, as he, 
with Felton, of Harvard. and De Witt, of Princeton, 
stand out above all others in this respect for the season.” 
Arnold. according to the Tribune, is one of the “greatest 
guards in the history of the game. His work against 
the Navy was consistently strong from beginning to 
end,” a view that will not be gainsaid by anyone who 
caw the game at Franklin Field. Among the most 
conspicnous ends of the season were, the same expert 
says. Hamilton, of Annapolis, and Cook, of West Point. 
Weems, of the Navy, is also mentioned as among the 
best guards of the year, and among the quarterbacks 
Captain Jiyatt, of the Army, greatly impressed the 
Tribune writer. The Boston Globe puts Devore among 
the star tackles because “of all the season’s tackles he 
was the strongest on attack, and offensive tackles were 
rare last fall.” Both the Globe and the Tribune believe 
that Brown was not so good a tackle this year as a 
guard in 1910. As to Dalton, the Boston expert says 
he “is a remarkable punter as well as a drop-kicker, and 
is almost as brilliant a man for end runs and fake plays 
as is Mercer, although Dalton has not had the opportu- 
nities in the open field that the Quaker coaches provided 
for their star.” In the honorable mention list the World 
has Littlejohn, of the Army among the tackles, Weems 
as center, Gilchrist and Hyatt for the quarterbacks, 
and Keyes, of the Army, in the backfield.

In team play the Tribune ranks the Navy fourth, 
placing Princeton first, Harvard second, and Yale third. 
To Dartmouth is given fifth place, and to the Army 
sixth. In this tabulation the Tribune’s expert admits 
that “the chief question will no doubt arise over the 
placing of the team from the Naval Academy fourth, 
instead of second, in view of the fact that it was un- 
beaten this year and played Princeton to a_ scoreless 
tie. There is no reason beyond the fact that the eleven 
in its last and all important game of the season, when 
it defeated the Army by a score of 3 to 0, did not play 
the same finished football as Yale and Harvard did 
against Princeton. The Navy had a remarkably good 
team, with an offense that in one case at least was well 
sustained. It carried the ball some fifty-five yards by 
straight rushing and wound up with a final ‘punch’ in 
the way of a goal from placement. But the team lacked 
the power and finish of either Harvard or Yale.” The 
high grade of the physical qualifications of the cadets 
at the National Academies is shown by the fact that 
they receive such a rating among colleges and univer- 
sities in which the enrolment runs into the thousands, 
as against the hundreds that the teams of Annapolis 
and West Point have to be drawn from. In 1910 
Princeton had enrolled 1,400 students, Harvard 4,046, 
Yale 3,287. The average number of cadets in the corps 
at the Military Academy in 1910 was 414, and the mid- 
shipmen numbered 774. Considering that West Point 
had only fifty-three per cent. of the enrolment of the 
Naval Academy to get its team from, its holding the 
middies for two years to two goals from the field is a 
splendid tribute to its football quality. 
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The ArMy AND NAvy JouRNAL has more than once 
called attention to the new methods and devices with 
which the Army Engineers of the Panama Canal are 
enriching the world of canal construction. One of the 
most interesting features of the digging of the canal, 
from the engineer's standpoint, is the air and water 
service for the operation of the drills and steam shovels 
in the Culebra Cut. Without water the steam shovels 
could not operate, and without compressed air it would 
be necessary to have a fire in each of the boilers of the 
130 well drills working in the cut. This dual supply 
would be a simple matter if the shovels and drills re- 
mained in one place, but they are constantly moving 
forward, while as the excavation advances the elevation 
at which they work also changes. A special section of 
the Central Division organization does no other work 
than that of supplying these. Culebra Cut is, roughly 
speaking, eight and a half miles long. A parallel system 
of air and water mains, 6, 8 and 10-inch pipes, runs 
along each side of the cut, making a complete circuit 
around the eight and a half miles of excavation. At 
regular intervals, usually about 1,500 feet, are gate 
valves, by means of which the water or air may be 
shut off from any section of the circuit, without cutting 
the supply off from the remaining sections. In all there 
are 181.200 linear feet, or 54.31 miles of 6, 8 and 10-inch 
air and water mains in use, and 45,300 feet, or 8.6 
miles, of lateral drop pipes. An average of over 400,000 
linear feet, 75.7 miles, of supply pipes to the drills and 
shovels from the lateral drops is taken up and relaid 
monthly. To keep the service in working order there is 
a force of 218 men. Dav and night some men of this 
force patrol the edges of the cut looking for leaks, breaks 
and evidences of such movements in the banks as may 
result in breaks or in forcing a removal of the mains 
to other positions.

Speaking of the case of Miss Beers at Annapolis, 
Kate Russell, in the Denver News, quotes Mrs. William 
Grant Brown, president of the Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, as saying: “A man who makes up his mind to 
accept a splendid education from his country, and in 
return devote his life to the service of his country, should 
be above little social nonsense. He should be a great 
deal more than that. He has no right to marry. He 
eannot be a companion, protector of his wife. His duties 
forbid it. He should go into the Army or Navy as a 
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man would go into the priesthood—sacrificing all to 
the service of his country. To be a soldier of the 
Republic is not a frivolous social privilege. It is the 
big life-work of big men. When there is another call 
to the colors we want to know that the men who are 
supposed to safeguard us and be ready to defend us are 
serious-minded, conscientious workmen in the work to 
which they have given themselves—not a contemptible, 
irrational crowd of snobs and social climbers.” 
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That the Army is charged with a certain percentage 
of non-effectiveness which should not be laid at its door 
is the contention of Major Deane C. Howard, Med. 
Corps, U.S.A., in the December Military Surgeon, in 
discussing prophylactic measures in the case of the most 
common Service ailment. He describes the system of 


education that has been in vogue at Jefferson Barracks, 
Mo., for a year and a half for the enlightenment of 
enlisted men. Every recruit there attends a lecture 
given by the medical officer on this subject within two 
weeks of his enlistment. A circular written in language 
easily understood has been prepared and is handed to 
each recruit on the day of his enlistment. Non-com- 
missioned officers are specially well informed on the 
subject, and disseminate their knowledge to the recruits 
under their charge. Conditions at a general recruit 
depot for effective prophylaxis are far different and 
more difficult than at other posts. There is a constant 
flow of hundreds of recruits each month, both 41coming 
and outgoing. More than fifty per cent. of admissions 
at Jefferson Barracks are from infection contracted 
prior to enlistment. for which conditions in the military 
service are in nowise responsible. These cases usually 
develop a few days after enlistment, and add greatly to 
non-effectiveness. At the outgoing examination of 
recruits all such cases are held at the depot until cured, 
which is long after the recruits from which the cases 
are drawn have left the depot. Thus the admission and 
non-effective rates when based on the average daily 
strength of command for any period are apparently 
unduly high. A more correct index of the incidence of 
this ailment would be rates hased on the number of 
cases contracted while in the Service. 
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Excellent results followed the adoption of a tentative 
plan in the 15th Recruit Company at Jefferson Bar- 
racks, due largely to the zealous co-operation of the 
company C.O., Capt. Dennis P. Quinlan, 5th U.S. Cav. 
In these cases individual prophylaxis was forced upon 
cach man who had been in danger of infection, under 
penalty of court-martial. The effect of this plan was 
to reduce the eases to such an extent that the system 
was extended to every organization in the post in the 
first days of September last. The additional work called 
for by this new system seems to be justified by the 
results. From Sept. 5 to Sept. 30 the degree of protec- 
tion afforded by the enforced prophylaxis amounted to 
about ninety-nine per cent. Three companies in that 
time develoned no cases of the disease at all. Major 
Howard believes that the success in the application of 
this system in any command will depend greatly on the 
personal equation of company commanders. The sugges- 
tion made by Major Howard as to a truer index of 
the incidence of the ailment ought to be borne in mind, 
it would seem, by those who tabulate in the future the 
disease tables of the Army, for it is upon the rates of 
admission and non-effectiveness in the case of this ail- 
ment that much of the charge is based that Army life 
is morally unwholesome for the youth of the country.

Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., has issued from 
his office a pamphlet of ninety-seven pages giving tech- 
rical notes and extracts from reports of Coast Artillery 
target practice for 1910, with comments of officers on 
material and methods and suggestions for the improve- 
ment of practice. In referring to accuracy the pamphlet 
says: “In Coast Artillery Memorandum No. 6, War 
Department, 1909, attention was called to the fact that 
in target practice accuracy should be attained before 
speed. It is thought that all officers realize this, yet in 
the heat of competition this important consideration is 
lost sight of. and in many practices ammunition is 
thrown away because the operations connected with 
laying and firing are done with too great haste. There 
is no means of checking the laying of the piece for 
direction by the gunner, and unless he is cool-headed and 
experienced he is liable to fire when he is not quite 
on the target in his zeal to make good time. Errors of 
this kind can never be exactly determined. Gun pointers 
have been known to fire when it was impossible to see 
through the smoke from the adjoining gun, estimating 
the vertical wire to be on the target at the command 
‘fire.’ A proper training of the gun pointer should 
prevent such errors. Another common source of error 
is in failing to give the gun the proper elevation after 
the piece is tripned and settled to the firing position 
‘in battery.” Ordinarily with disappearing carriages the 
piece ‘bumps’ when it goes in batterv. This deranges 
the elevation, and frequently the gun is fired before the 
correct elevation is reset. Again this is due to the haste 
in ‘getting off? the shot. The setting of the elevation 
after the gun has ‘settled’ in the firing position should 
be checked bv a reliable man. Snfficient time should be 
taken for this oneration, and the battery commander 
must he assured that the gun for each shot was properly 
elevated. The attainment of accuracy and safety precau- 
tions should be the first consideration in target practice.” 
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A gentleman for twelve years holding a commission 
in the German army (mounted arms), who has been 
unusually successful as a rider in the more important 
European competitive contests, in a letter to the editor 
of Bit and Spur says: “To every lieutenant and captain 
of the mounted arms in the German army is assigned a 
charger, which is picked out of all the so-called ‘old 
remonnts’ of the regiments. The old remounts are from 
five-six years old, which means that the horses have gone 
through a two years’ complete course of the ‘middle 
school of horsemanship.’ which includes, of course, jump- 
ing over all kinds of obstacles. The officer, as a rule, 
is allowed to pick out the horse himself, but there are 
no doubt many mounts of equal quality in every regi- 
ment. Every one of the officers referred to is also 
obliged to keep a second or ‘own’ horse. which he has 
to purchase out of his private means and for which he 
receives a free ration. As most of the younger officers 
take part in the gentlemen’s races, in fact as they almost 
alone constitute the large class of ‘gentlemen riders,’ 
wost of them have a young thoroughbred or one of those 
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splendid East Prussian or Hanoverian half-breeds, and 
there is keen rivalry in this respect. Whichever horse 
the officer may use, his charger or his own horse, the 
choice is left entirely to him, and he will select the one 
best suited for that particular duty. Nobody - would 
leave, or rather be allowed to leave, his charger at the 
post or garrison when taking to the field for maneuvers, 
for one horse alone would never be able to stand the hard 
riding for any length of time.”

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The annual meeting of the Main Corral, Order of the 
Carabao, was held at the Army and Navy Club on the 
evening of Dec. 4. Among those present were the fol- 
lowing: From the Washington Corral—Major Gen. 
Charles F. Humphrey, U.S.A., retired; Capt. J. J. 
Knapp, U.S.N.; Col. John Biddle Porter, U.S.A.; Col. 
Henry P. Birmingham, U.S.A.; Major George H. Shel- 
ton, U.S.A.; Major Joseph M. Heller. Manila Corral— 
Col. Francis H. French, U.S.A., and Capt. Samuel F. 
Dallam, U.S.A. Fort Monroe Corral—Major William 
E. Horton, U.S.A. Boston Corral—Capt. John H. 
Dunn. San Antonio Corral—Capt. George Van Horn 
Moseley, U.S.A. San Francisco Corral—Gen. James F. 
Smith. Important business was transacted. It was 
decided by vote of the delegates from the various corrals 
not to extend the time of eligibility to membership be- 
yond that now fixed in the present constitution, namely 
July 4, 1902. A committee representing the various 
corrals was appointed to prepare amendments to the 
present constitution affecting the matter of dues, and 
also with a view to strengthening the powers of the 
main corral. The meeting adjourned to meet subject to 
the call of the Grand Paramount Carabao to receive the 
report of this committee. The following officers were 
elected for the ensuing year: Grand Paramount Cara- 
bao, Major Gen. Charles F. Humphrey, U.S.A., retired ; 
Grand Patriarch of the Herd, Rear Admiral Thomas C. 
McLean, U.S.N., retired, and Grand Lead and Wheel 
Carabao, Major William E. Horton, U.S.A. 
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“Brig. Gen. Joseph W. Duncan, U.S.A., commanding 
the Department of Texas,” says the San Antonio Express 
of Nov. 30, “returned to headquarters Nov. 29 from 
Fort Clark, where he went in connection with a mission 
directed by the Secretary of War. The General will 
report on the advisability of abandoning the garrison at 
that place. and it is expected will submit his findings 
at once to Washington. Last night the General did not 
eare to discuss the matter, saying that it would first 
have to be taken up with Secretary Stimson, and any 
comment thereon will naturally come from the latter. 
For some time there has been discussion relative to the 
abandoning of Fort Clark. In fact, almost definite 
action was taken in the matter, and then it was said a 
large part of the reservation would be turned over to 
the state of Texas for the establishment of a tuberculosis 
sanitarium. This brought a protest from the residents 
of that vicinity, who have attempted to prevail upon the 
War Department to maintain the garrison to meet 
emergencies likely to arise on the border. Whether or 
not the protest will be of any avail remains to be seen, 
as the Department has announced its policy in the future 
would be to concentrate the troops at a strategical point. 
and Fort Sam Houston has been designated as one of 
the great posts of the Southwest.” 
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Referring to the Filipino “nation” ef which so much 
has been made as existing only on paper, Dr. Arthur S. 
Riggs, F.R.G.S., editor of the Department of Philippine 
Terms in the forthcoming edition of the Standard 
Dictionary, and for two years a resident of Manila, 
lectured in Arlington, a Boston suburb, on Nov. 21, on 
Philippine life. Dr. Riggs said: “It doubtless seems 
strange to a New England audience that there is no 
such thing as a real Filipino nation, except on paper. 
The people are as different and as sharply defined in 
different sections as our own Indians. Gather twelve 
hundred tribes of our Indians, all different, in one 
reservation. leave them to govern themselves, and you 
can picture what would happen if we withdraw from the 
Philippines to-day. The speaker praised the American 
teachers, who have by tact, delicacy, force on occasion 
end sterling performance of duty in all circumstances 
done more for the natives in the eleven years that have 
elapsed since 1900 than Spain did in more than three 
centuries. Politically Dr. Riggs offered little hope in 
the immediate future for the archipelago, and, said the 
Boston Transcript’s account of the lecture, “if the 
audience might judge of conditions from pictures shown 
his contention was justified.” 
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According to the latest official returns the number of 
inhabitants of China proper, Manchuria, and the new 
dominion is 312,425,025. And as we have pointed out 
before, the estimates of China’s population have always 
had a tendency to exaggeration, and even if 10,000,000 
be added on for Mongolia and Tibet the total is far be- 
low that usually quoted. In 1904 Mr. Rockhill, then 
United States Minister in Pekin, after careful inquiry 
came to the conclusion that the number of inhabitants of 
China proper was probably less than 270,000,000. That 
would make the total population of the Empire some- 
thing slightly under 300,000,000. If something be al- 
lowed for natural increase since that time it does not 
seem as if the 312,000,000 of the latest census erred on 
the side of understatement, says the National Review. 
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The Judge Advocate General publishes an opinion in 
which a number of precedents are cited to show that 
gross carelessness, or a disregard of orders or regula- 
tions, takes the disability incurred in consequence of this 
cut of the line of duty. <A status of duty may be re- 
solved into that “not in line of duty” by the careless dis- 
regardful. or disobedient acts of the party concerned 
Death, through gross carelessness as to personal safety 
alone, on a duty status and in the performance of a 
military duty, has been held to deprive the soldier of 
the benefit of the law which prescribes the conditions to 
which he must conform to bring him within the line of 
duty.

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The War Department recently closed a contract with 
the Rupprecht Company, Washington, D.C., for the 
erection of a monument to mark the resting place of the 
remains of 1,537 unknown Federal soldiers removed 
from the United States Federal Cemetery at Browns- 
ville, Texas, to Alexandria, La.

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BUREAU OF INSULAR AFFAIRS. 


The article we published last week gave a general 
idea of conditions in the Philippines, which anticipated 
to some extent the statements in the annual report of 
Brig. Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., Chief of the 
Bureau of Insular Affairs. In this report General 
dwards recommends an increase in the amount of land 
that may be homesteaded in the Philippines to fifty 
hectares (1,235 acres); that persons, corporations or 
associations be permitted to file more than one mining 
claim on the same vein or lode; that the limit of bonded 
indebtedness for public works be increased, and that 
those temporarily absent from the island on April 11, 
1899, be admitted to the citizenship of which they were 
inadvertently deprived by such absence. The restriction 
on the sale of friar lands should be removed, so that 
ihe Philippine government may be relieved of the burden 
of these lands. It is believed they now have the legal 
right to sell the lands, but as this is questioned the 
authorization of Congress is asked for. 

Peace and public order have been preserved througi- 
out the year in the archipelago. The Constabulary has 
proved itself equal to all emergencies. ‘Credit, as 
ilways, is due in just proportion for this to the officers 
of the Army detailed for duty in the higher offices of 
this body, but it should not be forgotten that the ex: 
perience gained by these officers and their additional 
value to the Army by reason of this experience and the 
extensive knowledge gained thereby of the islands and 
their people more than repays not only these officers, 
but the Army, for the sacrifices made.” 

Progress in the northern (unguaranteed) and southern 
(guaranteed) railroad lines of Luzon continued in the 
construction work along the approved routes and in 
surveying and locating new extension and branches re- 
‘ently authorized. 

The postal savings bank shows a growth in the pro- 
portion of Filipino accounts from 65 per cent. to 85 per 
‘ent., indicating that the institution is fulfilling its 
fundamental purpose. The disbursement during the year 
en 1,018 purchase requisition by mail and 101 by cable 
was $904,799.66, as against $934.444.74 the previous 
vear. Exports were $39,778,629 and imports $49,833,722, 
including government and railway supplies. The insular 
reeeints were $15,533.078.92, and the disbursements 
$13,688,559.55, deducting balances in both cases. Nine- 
teen Filipino students have been in attendance at various 
institutions in the United States during the year. Their 
conduct has been satisfactory, and their health, with one 
exception, good. 

The notable progress, commercial and industrial, made 
in Porto Rico during the fiscal year 1910 not only con- 
tinued, but increased during the year just passed. The 
total value of the external trade for the year increased 
over $10.000,000, and reached an aggregate of $78,705,- 
2364. Eighty-eight per cent. of this trade was with the 
United States. The assessed value of property in Porto 
Rico, which was less than $90,000,000 in 1905, and was 
reported in 1910 as $121.866,149, was increased during 
the past year thirty-three per cent., and is now 
162,299,172. The continued progress of educational 
work is shown by an increase of twenty per cent. in 
the enrolment of pupils during the year. The _ total 
enrolment for the year was 145,525. The Porto Ricans 
should be granted citizenship as a matter of justice and 
to guard against political unrest. Federal legislation 
is required to secure proper sanitation, the appointment 
of judges by the governor, in place of their choice by 
povular vote, and a change in the method of electing 
delegates to the lower house of the Legislature to secure 
minority representation. San Juan Harbor should be 
further improved. 

Our Dominican receivership has not only changed a 
country sunk in debt to one whose bonds are above par, 
but from one torn by constant revolution and armed 
disorder into one marked by stability of government and 
orderly conduct: More pay should be given to the civil 
officers in our insular nossessions. and an official board 
of visitors to the Philippine Islands and Porto Rico 
should be provided. The officers and clerks of the bureau 
are commended for their fidelity and efficiencv, and an 
increase in their number is asked for. The scope of the 
hureau’s work makes it an attractive place to the young 
man of intelligence and ambition seeking to enter the 
government service, but, unfortunately, the limited per- 
sonnel authorized and the low salaries. offered even in 
the higher places do not afford sufficient opportunity 
for promotion. 
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A PROTEST FROM ADMIRAL MAHAN. 


One can thoroughly understand the feelings of Ad- 
miral Mahan that prompted him to write to the New 
York Times of Nov. 24 in protest against the request 
of the American Peace and Arbitration League of the 
United States that clergymen of all denominations 
throughout the country should observe Nov. 26 as “Unity 
Sunday,” preaching in each church a sermon favoring 
ratification of the pending arbitration treaties. The 
Admiral is grieved to find that many ministers gave 
favorable responses. ‘That he should be aroused to 
protest is not to be wondered at. The Admiral’s letter 
is couched in his usual vein, that of a cultivated, high- 
minded gentleman, which he never loses, no matter what 


the controversy may be or however exciting its nature. 
With delicate irony the Admiral says: “This movement 
is avowedly for the Church to bring pressure to bear 
upon the State in the matter of an action committed to 
the State, and not committed to the Church. In other 
words, the Church is to be used as an instrument of 
political agitation. The pronouncement of the clergy 
will be upon a subject on which very. distinguished 
constitutional lawyers differ, and upon which the clergy, 
as such, are not competent as instructors, and have no 
authority to teach.’ ‘The Admiral makes plain that 
there is a distinct issue of opinion between the Executive 
and the Senate concerning these treaties as framed. The 
Executive negotiated and sustains the treaties, while a 
large majority. of the Senate Committee recommends the 
omission of an important clause. Admiral Mahan says 
he has no view to offer as to which side is correct. 
He recognizes he is not an expert, There is no duty 
laid upon him to take any action in the matter, nor is 
any duty laid upon the Church. He quotes Senator 
Root, ex-Secretary Olney and John Bassett Moore with 
their differing opinions to show how widely even experts 
in international law differ, and there is a delicate sugges- 
tion of the pertinence of those lines of Pope about those 
who rush in where angels fear to tread. “The question 
brought before the country by these treaties is not the 











advisability of extending arbitration as far as wisely 
ean be done. The question is the wisdom of a particular 
extension, and whether the method adopted is consistent 
with the Constitution of the United States. On such 
a question the Church has no commission to speak and 
no competent knowledge. The attempt of the clergy to 
do so is simply an intrusion into the sphere of the 
State, recalling the Calvinistic theocracy of Geneva 
and the monstrous claims of the medieval church to 
decide whether citizens owed allegiance to this ruler or 
to that.” As “a lifelong communicant of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church” Admiral Mahan is “greatly grieved 
to see that the diocesan convention of New York in its 
representative capacity passed a resolution asking ratifi- 
cation. This was no general approval of arbitration on 
Christian grounds—itself of doubtful propriety—but a 
specific indorsement of the specific method.” The mem- 
bers of that church convention had the right as citizens 
to do their utmost to forward any such measure, but to 
do so as representatives of the Church they usurp power. 
“They have constituted the Church whom at the moment 
they represented a ruler and a judge in a purely secular 
matter. The source of the Church’s authority is not 
the people, but Jesus Christ, and He never gave the 
Church nor Himself assumed such powers.” It is 
altogether time that Admiral Mahan should issue this 
public warning against the intrusion of the Church into 
secular matters. In the entire peace movement there 
is an offensiveness of Church dictation that bodes ill 
for the future of the State unless public men plainly 
condemn, as Admiral Mahan has done, those who, as- 
suming to speak in the name of the Church, overstep 
the bounds of spiritual authority. 
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NAVY OFFICE ACCOUNTS. 


The Navy Department is considering the separation 
of purchasing and accounting. 

Originally the system of accounting of the Depart- 
ment of the Navy was based entirely on cash trans- 
actions. As the business and manufacturing operations 
of the department became more extensive and involved, 
and the central administrative office became further re- 
moved from details—assets and liability accounts, ex- 
pense accounts, and cost accounts were installed for the 
purpose of giving information which the old system of 
receipts and disbursements could not provide. In graft- 
ing one process after another on the old system the ac- 
counting procedure based on cash paper (vouchers ap- 
proved and vouchers paid), was largely retained, 
naturally resulting in a system unnecessarily cumber- 
some and dilatory. 

Attention is invited to two facts: 

(1) That the Paymaster General of the Navy is re- 
sponsible for discharging duties that are conflicting, 
namely, purchasing, disbursements, storekeeping and ac- 
counting. 

(2) That the dominant interest and responsibility of 
the Paymaster General have not to do with matters of 
accounting. 

When it is understood that the value of stores in the 
custody of the Paymaster General or subject to his 
jurisdiction is about one hundred and fifty millions, that 
the purchases amount to over sixty millions per year, 
that the moneys received from the Treasury amount to 
over one hundred and twenty millions per year, and the 
collections from sales and other sources amount to about 
two millions per year; when it is further understood 
that every purchase made, every contract entered into, 
which does not receive the direct approval of the Secre- 
tary, every dollar’s worth of stores received and issued, is 
a matter of responsibility to the Paymaster General, 
there would seem to be no room for doubt that the ac- 
counting supervision and control should be placed in 
separate hands. 

The unbusinesslike character of this part of the or- 
ganization has already been the subject of comment and 
constructive recommendation by men of undoubted 
ability and administrative judgment. In 1908 a special 
commission on naval reorganization were appointed, 
composed of former Secretaries of the Navy W. H. 
Moody and Paul Morton, A. G. Dayton (for many years 
on the House Naval Committee), and four admirals of 
the Navy. This commission unanimously recommended 
that the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts should be 
divided, stating “it is bad business practice to have the 
purchasing and care of supplies under the management 
of those charged with the duty of keeping the accounts 
and paying the bills. Inventories of supplies 
on hand should be made to and checked by the account- 
ing department, but it is a poor system where the same 
bureau is charged with doing both.” The recommenda- 
tion was made “That there should be a purchasing and 
supply department as well as an accounting department.” 

In substance the same recommendation was made by 
a special board convened by the Navy Department, 
which reported in the fall of 1909. Although the re- 
sult of these recommendations has been to modify the 
regulations so that the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts now consists of two sections—a section of sup- 
plies and a section of accounts—comparatively little im- 
provement resulted, and the organization is still subject 
to many of the previous objections. 

Considering the responsibilities attaching to the posi- 
tion of the chief purchasing agent and custodian of 
stores and properties under the Navy, it is not possible 
for one so charged to give the attention necessary to 
administration and revision of accounts. In the nature 
of things, the purchasing agent, the custodian of stores, 
and the distributor of funds cannot put himself in the 
position of exercising effective accounting control over 
himself. There is every business reason, therefore, for 
separating the accounting from the purchasing and dis- 
bursing divisions of the Navy. 
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PACIFIC COAST NAVAL ESTABLISHMENT. 

The Union of San Diego, Cal., says in a _ recent 
editorial : 

“According to an article reproduced in these columns 
from the ARMY AND Navy JourNatL, the Battleship 
Fleet will spend more time on the Pacific when the 
Panama Canal is open than on the Atlantic, the reserve 
fleet at Philadelphia will be transferred to some port on 
this side, and larger navy yard facilities will be nrovided 
for this coast. The JourNAL also says: ‘Already plans 
are under consideration for the development of the 
Pacific coast yards which will felieve those on the At- 
lantic. In all probability this matter will be taken up 
in the next session of Congress when the Naval Appro- 
priation bill is under consideration.’ 

“The article mav not have been inspired—probably 
was not—hut it shonld have weight because the paper 
in which it was published is in close touch with naval 
authorities and is generally well informed as to all 
matters relating to the fleet. In any event, the views 

















that it presents must be accepted as reasonable. For 
once the canal is available for the Navy, the only sub- 
stantial objection to maintaining the effective fighting 
force where it is more likely to be needed will have 
vanished. At present the distance from coast to coast 
renders it impracticable for the fleet to pass part of the 
time on one side and part on the other. To divide it is 
pronounced unwise by the strategists. The Atlantic 
coast is powerful enough at Washington to keep it on 
that side so long as a return vovage thither would require 
many weeks, as at present. But when the ‘short cut’ 
is provided, not -even sectional selfishness will avail 
against the wise policy of having the fleet on the Pacific. 

“The ARMY AND Navy JoUnNAL’s assertion that Con- 
gress may get to work at the coming session to provide 
additional navy yard facilities for this coast. because of 
the greatly increased number of warships soon to be in 
these waters, will be welcome news to all. Those 
facilities should be in course of preparation now. At 
present the coast yards can barely care for even the 
small force at present here. They would be utterly in- 
adequate for the Battleship Fleet. However, belief that 
the latter will be sent to the Pacific compels belief 
that the requisite yards and docks will be provided. 
Great warships will not be stationed for any considerable 
time in waters where facilities for keeping them in 
condition for effective service are lacking. The Govern- 
ment will certainly not make that blunder. 

“On the whole, it looks very much as if the Pacific 
coast naval establishment will soon receive the attention 
that should have been given to it long ago. In that 
event, a new chapter may begin for San Diego. The 
successful try-out of the harbor by the Pacific Fleet 
during the present year may have a significance of more 
importance than appears on the surface. The repeated 
tests of entering and leaving the harbor day and night, 
at high speed, and at all hours, may have had a purpose 
that was not disclosed. In that event, the splendid show- 
ing made by the harbor may bring results that cannot 
now be foretold.” 
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ALLOWANCES ON DISCHARGE FROM ARMY. 

The last sentence of the paragraph on the Army Ap- 
propriation bill appearing on page 399 of the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL of Dec. 2 was so worded as to make it 
appear that we favored the proposed cutting off of the 
money given enlisted men upon discharge. The previous 
portion of the paragraph shows that the intention was 
simply to state what was proposed at Washington and 
to show the compulsion the War Vepartment was under 
to meet Congressional demands of economy. We are 
not only opposed to the reduction of the clothing allow- 
ance, but also to that provision of the Hay bill which 
increases the term of enlistment and which would as a 
consequence reduce the pay of enlisted men. In the 
statement referred to an attempt was made to explain 
how the suggestion of the proposed reduction originated. 
In Congress there was a clamor for a general reduction 
in the cost of maintaining the Army. In responding to 
this demand President Taft directed that. the estimates 
of the War Department be reduced. ‘The cut in the 
clothing allowance was only one of a number of reduc- 
tions ordered from above after the estimates were pre- — 
pared at the War Department. All new work on bar- 
racks and quarters was stricken from the recommenda- 
tions of the War Department under these instructions. 
We have never endorsed this particular ect of economy, 
believing it to be a great injustice to enlisted men, but 
at the same time we are not disposed to condemn the War 
Department, which was virtually under instructions. The 
letter which follows gives an intelligent statem nt of 
the case which we commend to the attention of the au- 
thorities : 


Fort H. G. Wright, Fishers Island, N.Y., 
Dec. 3, 1911. 

There is no money given to enlisted men on discharge 
for clothing or as travel pay, but money so paid is in 
reality detained pay, which a wise government with- 
holds until discharge. Of the injustice of reducing pay 
or allowances of men bound under contract tor three 
years during the period of their service there can be no 
doubt. Ciothing money is saved by enlisted men only 
with great eltort, and with the intention of having 
money due them on discharge, to accomplish which pur- 
pose they have clothing repaired, altered, and new cloth- 
ing made, paying tor same with cash, and if the privi- 
lege of drawing savings on discharge was taken away 
from them, there would be no money saved, but every 
cent’s worth of clothing would be drawn. ‘The writer, 
in fact, is wearing out old ciothes tor work and oftice 
use, with the hope of saving enough to pay the ex- 
penses of his next change of station, which he cannot 
hope to do out of his pay, depleted by extra expenses on 
temporary duty in Texas this summer. Please state in 
your next issue the following tacts, the total amounts 
involved to be deducted from that part of the $2,100,000 
for clothing not drawn: 

First. All money paid by enlisted men during any 
one tscal year tor clothing overdrawn. Easily obtain- 
able by you from the War Department. Second. The 
total receipts from all Army tailors for altering, fitting 
and making enlisted men’s uniform clothing. ‘his can 
be obtained by taking the average of a few posts, and 
garrisons of same. Third. The total cost of laundering, 
pressing and cieaning said clothing. 

After these deductions, if I am not very greatly mis- 
taken, it will be found that after giving the saved bal- 
ance, the Government is still in debt to the enlisted man 
for not fully having fulfilled its contract to clothe him. 
This especially in view of the fifty dollar cut made by 
the War Department in the re-enlisted clothing allow- 
ance, which contains certain absurdities such as the pre- 
scribing of one overcoat only for thirty years’ service, 
thus nullifying when the second overcoat has to be 
drawn seven months’ allowance of clothing; requiring 
the drawing of ponchos, slickers,,gauntlets, etc., which 
are not included in papas allowance, not realizing 
that the drawing by compulsion of one single article 
not so included, makes it in fact no fixed allowance of 
articies at all. 

In regard to the travel pay. An enlisted man when 
moved is allowed his bare fare; if fortunate enough not 
to be moved back before the close of his enlistment he 
is on discharge allowed four cents per mile. His fare 
is worth about two cents, making a total of about six 
cents paid him. The commissioned officer is allowed 
seven cents per mile, which is on the face of it one cent 
a mile more, but the officer gets his travel pay when 
travel is completed, and the enlisted man waits some- 
thing less than three years for his, if he gets it at all. 
The cost to both when traveling alone, without troops, is 
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identical, and no sensible reason can be advanced for 
any difference. 

Approximately one-third of the Army are discharged 
each year, over 25, men, and there are on the re- 
tired list only 3,096 enlisted men, who are drawing three- 
quarters of their pay and allowances. Only a com- 
paratively small percentage of the Army is in foreign 
service, and only twenty per cent. of such pay is for- 
eign service pay. ~ It should be remembered that mileage 
is only paid to officers traveling without troops, and 
naturally this amount should be small. ‘ : 

In closing I would state that the thinking commis- 
sioned officer of experience desires no reduction in the 
pay or allowances of enlisted men. knowing that each 
reduction lowers the standard of men attracted to the 
Service, and as the officers are the head, so are the 
enlisted men the body of the Army, and the body can- 
not be degraded or neglected without an equal degrada- 
tion of the head.

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CHRISTMAS MAILS. 


The Post-Office Department suggests that on account 
of the enormous quantities of letters, parcels and cards 
of greeting deposited in the post-offices, because of the 
Christmas holidays, as much of this and other mail 
matter as possible be mailed as early in the week pre- 
ceding Christmas Day, as practicable, and thus pre- 
vent congestion of the mails, which is liable to occur if 
the same is not posted until the day before Christmas. 
This action will not only assist the Post-Office in its 
efforts promptly to deliver the mail, but will result in 
increased satisfaction to the public. ‘The Department 
invites attention to the fact that in accordance with an 
Act of Congress there may now be placed on matter of 
the third and fourth classes, either in writing or other- 
wise, the words, “Please do not open until Christmas,” 
or words to that effect. 

In view of the general practice of affixing non-postage 
“Christmas” stamps or other adhesive charity stamps or 
labels to articles mailed during the Christmas season, the 
Post-Office calls attention to the fact that no adhesive 
stamps, or imitations of stamps, of any form or design 
whatever, other than lawful postage stamps, may be 
affixed to the address side of domestic mail matter, but 
that such adhesive stamps, provided they do not in form 
and design resemble lawful postage stamps, and do not 
bear numerals, may be affixed to the reverse side of 
domestic mail matter. All domestic mail matter bear- 
ing on the address side, adhesive stamps other than law- 
ful postage stamps will be returned to the sender, if 
known; otherwise they will be forwarded to the Di- 
vision of Dead Letters. 

Attention is also invited to the fact that the follow- 
ing countries refuse to admit to their mails articles 
bearing non-postage “Christmas” stamps or other ad- 
hesive charity stamps or labels: Austria, Norway and 
Portugal, if they resemble regular postage stamps. f 

The following countries, unless postage thereon is 
prepaid, and unless the non-postage stamps are affixed 
to the back and not to the address side of the covers: 
British East Africa, Uganda, Antigua, Barbados, Ber- 
muda, British North Borneo, Cayman Islands, Cyprus, 
Gold Coast, Dominica, Falkland Islands, Gambia, 
Gibraltar, British Honduras, Guatemala, Union of South 
Africa, Jamaica, Mauritius and dependencies, Montser- 
rat, Nevis, Southern Nigeria, Saint Christopher, Saint 
Lucia, Saint Vincent, Seychelles, Sierra Leone, British 
Somaliland, Trinidad, Turks and Caicos Islands, Virgin 
Islands, Germany, Great Britain, Southern Rhodesia, 

Unless the foregoing conditions are. complied with 
articles bearing non-postage stamps will not be des- 
patched from this country but will be returned to the 
sender, if known, otherwise they will be sent to the 
Division of Dead Letters. To preclude delay in hand- 
ling articles bearing such stamps the covers of the arti- 
cles should bear the full name and address of the senders.

(12) Is there any boys sixteen years old:in the Navy? 
If not. what is the reason? 

(13) How are the guns managed? 

(14) What is the duty of gunner’s mate? 

(15) Will you give in general the duties of the 
different men on a man-o’-war? 

(16) Do any of the naval ships carry sails? If so, 
what shins do? 

(17) Have you any miniature anchors? I would like 
to get one. 

(18) What are scout ernisers for? And _ torpedo 
destroyers? Will you describe one? 

(19) How are submarines managed? That is, to 
sink a ship? 

(20) Will vou tell me all about the “S.S. McCall”? 
What does the “S.S.” mean? 

(21) Will vou please describe a ship and the daily 
life of a marine? 

Naval Constructor Williams learned that his brother- 
officers had the same fire of questions to face, and his 
desire to help them as well as to rescue himself added 
to his determination to write the book. The resources 
of the Government were at his disposal, and in a few 
months his book was ready—for the press, alas, not the 
public. For now came one of those periods of reorgani- 
zation in the Navy Department. and for two years he 
waited to be sure that what he had written would not 
be made obsolete by the introduction of new policies or 
affected unfavorably in other ways. So it happens that 
only in this vear of grace does “The United States 
Navy: A Handbook,” make its appearance.

NAVY VISITORS AT EDISON PLANT. 


About two hundred bluejackets composing the electri- 
cal class at the New York Navy Yard, under command 
of Comdr. George F. Cooper, U.S.N., left Brooklyn on 
a special train at 9:30 Tuesday morning last for the 
works of the Edison Storage Battery Companv. at 
Orange, N.J. They were met by Mr. Miller Reese 
Hutchison, chief engineer and personal representative of 
Mr. Edison, and escorted to the laboratory, where every- 
one had an opportunity to meet and shake hands with 
the Wizard himself. Mr. Hutchison lectured for over 
an hour on the origin and development of the Edison 
Storage Battery, showing the stages of manufacture by 
moving pictures _and its final completion to the satis- 
faction of Mr. Edison. Mr. Hutchison, who is the au- 
thor of the series of articles on this subject running on 
the next page to the last page of the ARMy AND NAVY 
JOURNAL, is a ready and clear lecturer, and his talk 
held the closest interest of all. 

After the lecture the guests lined up in front of the 
laboratory and again in front of the storage battery fac- 
tory and. were photographed. Luncheon followed on the 
top floor of the factory. Then the men were divided 
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into squads and each — was guided through the 
factory by a member of Mr. Edison’s staff and the de- 
tails of manufacture of the Edison battery were ob- 
served, and its possibilities for Navy use, particularly 
for submarines, were carefully explained to the Navy’s 
future electricians. Each man was presented with an 
envelope containing Mr. Hutchison’s ARMY AND Navy 
JOUBNAL letters, Nos. 1 to 4, and other descriptive lit- 
erature for more leisurely study afterward. Commander 
Cooper was impressed by the test of dropping the bat- 
teries to show immunity from vibration, and also the 
tests of sending the invention rapidly against a wall. 
The batteries were not affected by short circuiting. 

After Commander Cooper had expressed his thanks to 
Mr. Edison and Mr. Hutchison for their instruction and 
hospitality and the men had given “three times three’’ 
for their hosts, the detachment entrained and returned 
to New York.

CAVALRY MACHINE GUNS. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In your issue of Nov. 25 “An Officer of Cavalry” 
furnishes some interesting information regarding 
machine guns, among which he says: “It does not seem 
to be comprehended that the advent of the Benét-Mercie 
gun has entirely changed the machine-gun platoon ques- 
tion.” Its advent will certainly change the organization, 
but the question, as suggested by the officer, will cer- 
tainly not be changed by anyone who has studied the 
machine-gun question, i.e., the technical and tactical 
handling, pack transportation at fast gaits, ammunition 
supply, ete. He further states: “The Maxim gun cannot 
accompany an advancing line of skirmishers without 
exposing its position.” It is an established principle 
of machine-gun tactics that machine guns should not 
accompany an advancing line of skirmishers and should 


but rarely be used in the firing line. But whether the 
gun is Maxim or Benét-Mercie, just as soon as it opens 
fire its position is disclosed, and, if on the skirmish line, 
a heavy fire is brought to bear on that portion of the 
line. Besides this unnecessary loss the difficulties of 
ammunition supply would be tremendously increased. 
The English army has acknowledged its errors of South 
Africa in having machine guns accompany firing lines. 
At Modder River the British machine-gun detachments 
were annihilated while accompanying the firing line. 

“Officer of Cavalry” further says: “It is plain that 
the Benét-Mercie gun with cavalry does not require any 
separate organization for its use.” He advocates assign- 
ing two of the guns to each troop of cavalry. Would 
it not be well in reaching a sound conclusion as to our 
policy to place a certain value on the experience of 
other nations? During the late war in the Hast the 
Russian cavalry was equipped with detachments armed 
with the “Rexar,” a machine gun somewhat similar to 
the Benét-Mercie. 

In La France Militaire, September, 1909, Colonel Von 
Bunting, who commanded the 2d Daghestan Cavalry 
Regiment during the war, and who had two Maxims 
attached to his regiment, says: ‘Russia is introducing 
in the cavalry machine-gun detachments, and rightly, 
too. I£ that arm is introduced by an able hand in our 
cavalry, and if account is taken of the lessons of the last 
war, our army will have realized in the preparation 
for war a long and decisive step. Our cavalry has 
machine guns, but they are bad. ‘There has been intro- 
duced among us the Madsen system (Rexar) in spite 
of the favorable experiences had in the late war with 
the Maxim system. It is hard to conceive how this 
comes about. The Madsen gun is mounted on a small 
fork; the butt is at the shoulder of the firer, who cannot 
support the recoil for more than a few seconds; the arm 
lacks a cooling device, so that the barrel becomes burn- 
ing hot after two or three hundred shots. The ammuni- 
tion is brought up by means of loading strips, which 
consume much time in loading, and this is the cause of 
regrettable interruptions in the fire. The accuracy of 
the fire depends upon the firer; it is poor and the dis- 
persion is great. ‘Therefore it is necessary that we give 
them the same gun as the infantry, the Maxim.” 

Since this was written we learn from Machine Gun 
Tactics, Applin (the latest work on the subject, 1910, 
that in Russia the “Rexar guns are being discarded 
and the Maxims alone will be used in the future.” As 
the Benét-Mercie is similar to the Maxim, every objec- 
tion here mentioned is applicable to it. And unless we 
are furnished light, adjustable tripods we shall lose a 
decided advantage. With machine guns there are many 
occasions when prone fire cannot be used or is not 
advisable. With a tripod the nerves of the firer do not 
affect the accuracy of fire; the range is quickly found, 
and once found is never lost. This is especially im- 
portant on a moving target. A tripod is a necessity 
for accurate covering fire. And covering fire was used 
extensively by the Japanese in advancing their battalions. 
Russia and Japan have each increased and reorganized 
their machine-gun service, and both countries have 
organized on the battery principle. In comparing the 
guns we should make our comparisons with the latest 
model Maxim, which weighs less than twenty-six pounds, 
and not with the old 1904 models now in our Service, 
which weigh about seventy-five pounds. And even with 
the 1904 model one mule, not five, as mentioned by 
“Officer of Cavalry,” can carry two Maxims, if we leave 
off the tripod, as we have done with the Benét-Mercie. 
We have also adopted a lighter and better saddle for the 
Benét-Mercie. But with either gun the subject must 
also be considered from the standpoint of ammunition 
transportation and supply. Technically, the machine 
gun is a delicate piece of machinery. It is a gas engine, 
the moving parts of which vibrate at the rate of 400 
to 600 times per minute under a pressure of some 30,000 
pounds to the square inch. If we expect the most out 
of the guns the personnel must be experts. _ The fallacy 
that anyone can effectively handle a machine gun has 
long since been upset. ; 

One argument sometimes advanced against the platoon 
or battery principle is that, in action, superior com- 
manders may take the organizations away from the regi- 
ments and use them where most needed. The same thing 
would occur should we assign two guns to each troop. 
The guns would be assembled and rightly used where 
most needed. And then we would have individual effort 
and lack of system; unorganized bodies incapable of 
maneuvering under fire or of combined effort. The 
tendency in Europe is to organize separate batteries 
of machine guns in addition to those assigned to regi- 
ments. : 

Cavalry is an arm of action; its principal reliance is 
its mobility. Troop commanders have no time to super- 
vise two machine guns. 4 

The tactics of all armies, including our own, require 





that the machine gun commander be kept constantly 
informed of the tactical situation and plan of action. 
The German regulations state: “For the correct maneu- 
vering of machine guns it is necessary to possess a clear 
knowledge of the situation, of the aims of the commander 
and of the state of the action. The disposal of the 
machine-gun detachments rests with the superior com- 
mand. By attaching machine-gun detachments to stated 
bodies of troops the full value of the former in action 
can only be realized in exceptional cases,’ 

The machine gun in an army may be likened to the 
torpedoboat in a navy; the work is similar. And unless 
the personnel is of the highest order, thoroughly or- 
ganized and trained, I am inclined to doubt the utility 
of having machine guns at all.

10TH INFANTRY PANAMA EXCURSION. 


Camp E. S. Otis, Las Cascadas, Panama Canal 
Zone, Nov. 18, 1911. 

On Sunday, Nov. 12, Companies G, H, I, K, L and M, 
and several members of the non-commissioned staff, 10th 
Infantry, made an excursion trip along the route of the 
Panama Canal and visited all points of interest.

The report is now that the mess jacket and the spe- 
cial full dress are to be mandatory. Is there any call 
for this. It there any necessity? The American officer 
is none the less an American citizen by reason of the 
commission that he holds. When he attends any func- 
tion not official in character he wants to appear in the 
same garb as the rest of his fellow citizens. No officer 
wants to wear a mess jacket or special evening dress to 
a theater or other function where everyone else is wear- 
ing civilian evening dress. The mess jacket and the spe- 
cial evening dress are for social occasions only. The re- 
sult of making these garments mandatory will be to im- 
pose upon officers and expense for which there is no call.

UNIFORM FOR THE MARINES. 


Navy Yard, Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 20, 1911. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I understand that there is a board going to convene in 
the Marine Corps at Washington, for the purpose of 
considering changes in the enlisted men’s uniform. <A 
list was sent round to the various ships some time ago 
requesting suggestions for the alteration of the uniform: 
from the enlisted men attached to those vessels prin- 
cipally the non-commissioned officers were to offer sug- 
gestions. I have heard the views as expressed by men 
in various barracks and on various ships, and herewith 
is what they would like to have. 

Khaki uniform to remain as it is. No change. Full 
dress coat to be abolished. Overcoat to be abolished 
and one similar to use in the U.S. Infantry adopted. 
Blue trousers to be of a shade darker. White uniform 
for enlisted men to be abolished. Buttons on uniforms 
to remain the same as present time. Full dress cap to 
be abolished. For full dress uniform have a breast cord 
of the Marine Corps colors “blue and gold,” leaving the 
dress blouse as it now is, and wear the blue cap. Abol- 
ish the white belts now in use, the blanco that is ap- 
plied leaves marks on clothing that is quite difficult to 
remove, and furthermore the use on cap covers don’t 
meet the approval of the men and many officers. Adopt 
the tan colored leather garrison belt with cartridge case 
for use on board ship and in garrisons. It is much more 
admired by the enlisted men and most officers than the 
one in use at present. Have the field belt for what it is 
intended for field service. Rescind the order of wearing 
leggings in the garrison or on leave, wear them only for 
drill and marehes. The enlisted men all concur with 
Brigadier General Duncan, of the Department of Texas, 
in regard to leggings—they only stop the circulation of 
the blood in the writer’s opinion. Give consideration to 
the opinions of wearer of the uniform, he is the one 
who knows the comforts and discomforts.

SERGEANTS MAJOR, JUNIOR GRADE.

To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Army Regulations provide quarters and allowances 
alike for all N.C. officers above grade sixteen, but if 
there are no quarters available at the post the sergeant 
major, junior grade, C.A.C., will not be furnished quar- 
ters, which means that when the C.O. sees fit not to give 
quarters to the sergeant major, junior grade, C.A.C., he 
has to go down in his pocket and pay his own rent out- 


side of the post. It seems to me that something should 
be done to provide some kind of quarters for him as I be- 
lieve the services of this N.C.O. are as valuable to the 
Government as those of any of the post non-com. staff 
officers; we are all a little cog in this great military 
wheel, and without one of these cogs the wheel will not 
work properly. I have never seen a post yet where all 
the quarters are occupied, it may be officers’ quarters, 
or it may be some empty storehouse, but there is always 
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something which could be converted into N.C.O. quarters, 
if allowed to do so, or compelled to do so by Army 
Regulations, instead of letting the C.O. decide that 
matter. In the Coast Artillery Corps the sergeants 
major, junior or senior, should be all alike in rank allow- 
ances, pay, etec., and should be called sergeant major, 
C.A.C., and I believe should be on the same status as 
a post non-commissioned staff officer (not be subject to 
reduction, etc.). I would like to hear from someone else 
on this subject.

RANK FOR CHIEF MUSICIANS. 
Vancouver Barracks, Wash., Nov. 14, 1911. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The proposed bill providing for the appointment of 
chief musicians to the rank of second lieutenants of 
Cavalry appears to entirely fail in its avowed purposes, 
viz., inereasing the efficiency of Army bands and benefit- 
ing their chief musicians. There are several reasons 
which seem sufficient to cause opposition on the part 
of the chief musicians themselves and of those who 
have the real welfare of the bands in mind, a few of 
which I venture to express: 

1. The giving of a commission to a band leader would 
deprive him of the close personal touch with his men, 
which is at present possible and which is of much value. 

2. chief musician does not need the authority a 
commission would give him in his dealings with his men 
Such authority as is requisite is invariably given him 
by his commanding officer. 

3. As an enlisted man a chief musician can accomplish 
much more for the good and efficiency of his band than 
would be possible were he an officer. His men feel no 
restraint in his presence, go readily to him for advice 
or instruction, and ordinarily regard him as one whom 
they may freely approach on any subject. This would 
seem to be very essential to the welfare and good of 
bands, but would be at once impossible were the band 
leader barred from his men by a commission. 

4. As second lieutenants band leaders would not 
retire until the age of sixty-four, and so might very 
possibly have to serve for forty-four years as such 
without any hope of promotion. 

5. The advantages or benefits resulting to chief 
musicians from such promotion would seem to be of a 
social nature only, as they would be entitled to all 
courtesies shown to a commissioned officer. It is not 
apparent, however, in what manner all of this can in- 
crease the efficiency of bands, which is avowed to be 
the chief purpose of the proposed bill. 

6. As concerns the financial side of the matter, chief 
musicians will lose heavily by such a change. Their 
pay is now from $75 to $99 per month, plus quarters, 
fuel and light, clothing and ration allowances, and they 
have not to meet the many heavy expenses incurred by 
officers in upholding their social positions. 

7. I can see no just cause of complaint against the 
present position and pay of chief musicians. 'They are 
among the highest paid enlisted men, are invariably 
shown every consideration by their officers, and, indeed, 
would act wisely in leaving well enough alone. The Act 
of Congress of May 11, 1908, was liberal, and it would 
seem to be far from wise to endeavor to burden Con- 
gress with this suggested bill, which confers no tangible 
benefit either upon the bands or their leaders. 

8. In my opinion it would greatly increase the diffi- 
culty of obtaining good and competent musicians for 
Army bands. Many would object to serving under a 
leader who had the rank of an officer, and one might 
reasonably expect many of the men now serving to 
leave the Service on completion of their present enlist- 
ments. And since a leader would retain his position 
until he was sixty-four years of age the prospect of 
promotion for bandsmen to a leadership would be very 
little indeed.

ALEXANDER STEWART WEBB. 
East Orange, N.J. 

If there is anything in heredity it was natural that 
Alexander Stewart Webb should be a soldier. His 
grandfather, Gen. Samuel B. Webb, fought at Lexing- 
ton and throughout the long War of the Revolution, 
serving with distinction on General Washington’s staff 
and attaining a general commission before in the Regular 
Army, in which he served eight years. The latter at- 
tained prominence in civil life as Minister to Brazil and 
in journalism as the editor of the Courier and Inquirer. 
Alexander Stewart Webb was born in New York city 
Feb. 15, 1835. He was graduated with honor from the 
Military Academy in 1855, and was assigned to the 2d 
Artillery. After service in Florida and on the Western 
frontier he was detailed at West Point as an assistant 
professor, and remained there over three years, leaving 
in 1861. War having been declared, he sought active 
service in the field. He was present at the battle of 
First Bull Run and served in the Army of the Potomac 
throughout the entire war. On April 28, 1861, he was 
promoted first lieutenant of the 2d Artillery, and on 
May 14 following he was commissioned captain in the 
lith Infantry. On Sept, 14, 1861, he received a_com- 
mission as major of the 1st Rhode Island Artillery, 
which rank he held during the siege of Yorktown, where 
his services in connection with the Artillery elicited 
complimentary notice of General McClellan’s official 
reports. : : 

In discharge of his duties as a staff officer Webb was 
repeatedly under fire, winning a high reputation for 
personal bravery and executive ability on the field. In 
recognition of his services he was promoted brigadier 
general June 23, 1863. and placed in command of the 
famous Philadelphia Brigade, Gibbons’s Division, 2d 
Corps, with which a few days later he fought at Gettys- 
burg. Webb was wounded while gallantly fighting in 
front of his line in the hand-to-hand conflict that oc- 
eurred. He then received from the Commander-in-Chief 
a bronze medal commemorating his distinguished personal 
gallantry, on that ever memorable field. In the re- 
organization of the Army of the Potomac and consolida- 
tion of varions corps in March, 1864, he was assigned 
to the 1st Brigade, General Gibbon having received 
command of the division. General Webb was actively 
engaged at the Wilderness and in Hancock's grand 
charge at Spottsylvania, receiving in the latter a severe 
wound in the head, which necessitated his retirement 
from the field for several months. ; 

On returning to duty General Meade, commanding the 
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Army of the Potomac, appointed him as his chief of 
staff, in which General Webb served with further dis- 
tinction at Hatcher’s Run, the fall of Petersburg, Five 
Forks and Appomattox. He was brevetted brigadier 
and major general of the U.S. Army with rank March 
13, 1865. for gallant and meritorious services in the 
campaign terminating with the surrender of the insurgent 
army under General Lee. On his retirement from mili- 
tary life General Webb became president of the College 
of the City of New York. The degree of LL.D. was 
conferred on him in 1870 by Hobart College. He is the 
author of the ably written volume, “The Peninsula: 
McClellan’s Campaign of 1862, New York,” one of the 
Scribner’s series of historical monographs in the more 
important battles and campaigns of the Civil War. He 
served as an officer in the U.S. Army for over fifteen 
years, from July 1, 1853, to Nov. 25, 1870.

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LIFE INSURANCE FOR THE SERVICES. 


War Dept., Office of the Surgeon General, 
Washington, Dec. 5, 1911. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

A letter dated Feb. 17 was published recently in the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, in which it was stated that 
the Penn Mutual Insurance Company, the Travelers 
Insurance Company were the only civilian insurance 
companies that issued unrestricted policies at civilian 
rates to officers of the Army and Navy. It was also 
stated that the Penn Mutual would probably advance the 
age six years, to go into effect June 1, 1912. This letter 
has recently been used by an agent of the Travelers In- 
surance Company in an effort to secure insurance among 
Army and Navy Officers. As several of the large in- 
surance companies issue policies of this character to the 
officers of the Army and Navy, it is believed that in 
justice to them this mistake should be corrected. 

At the present time the Prudential, the Penn Mutual, 
the John Hancock Mutual, the State Mutual of Massa- 
chusetts, and the Travelers Insurance Companies, issue 
policies (unrestricted), at civilian rates, to officers of 
the Army and Navy. 

The agent of the Penn Mutual in this city staies 
when writing insurance for officers of the Army that 
after Jan. 1, 1912, their age will be advanced six years. 
So far as known none of the other companies mentioned 
anticipate such a change. 

The State Mutual Life Insurance Company, of Massa- 
chusetts will accept officers quite generally throughout 
the United States, except when they are stationed in 
Texas. The John Hancock Insurance Company will not 
accept an application of anyone residing West of the 
Mississippi or South of the Mason and Dixon line. Offi- 
cers, however, who take out insurance in sections where 
the companies mentioned write insurance, are after- 
wards protected should they be sent to any other part 
of the world.

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TO RETIRE GENERALS OF VOLUNTEERS. 
‘'o THE EprITorR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The Act of Congress of March 3, 1905, Chapter 1404 
(33 Statutes at Large, Part I., Page 853), provided for 
placing upon the retired list of the Army, with the rank 
of brigadier general, Joseph R. Hawley and Peter Josof 
Osterhaus. General Hawley had served as Chairman of 
the Military Committee of the U.S. Senate, but at the 
time of the above enactment his service in the Senate 
had terminated. General Osterhaus, after the war, had 
served as United States Consul. Neither officer had 
served in the Regular Army; their records as general 
officers of Volunteers in the Civil War were good, but 
they were appointed on the retired list of the Army be- 
cause of their limited financial circumstances. There 
are now living twenty general officers of, Volunteers in 
the Civil War, of whom about half are in independent 
financial circumstances and would not wish to be ap- 
pointed on the retired list of the Army. The other half 
are not in good financial circumstances. Their records 
as general officers in the Civil War were good, and they 
would be glad to know whether public sentiment re- 
gards it as reasonable and just that Congress should 
accord to them the same treatment as was granted to 
Generals Hawley and Osterhaus. 





VOLUNTEER. 
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THE OTHER SIDE. 


To THE EpiITorR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

After reading what “A Victim’ says in your issue of 
Nov. 25 about the new Infantry Drill Regulations, and 
having noticed similar, though not so caustic, comments 
from time to time, I feel moved to give my opinion. 

I doubt if the authors of the regulations claim literary

accomplished the purpose for which they were written. 

OPTIMISTIC. 
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AN APPEAIL TO REASON. 
To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JouRNAL: 

I take this opportunity of stating that “Olive Drab,” 
in your issue of Nov. 25, hits the nail on the head and 
drives it clear home. The social evening dress and the 
mess jacket may be necessary for Army officers stationed 
in Washington and other large cities. but the younger, 
married Army officers, as a whole, cannot afford another 
strain on their already hard-worked pay. 

If these additional uniforms are to be authorized, let 
us hope that their purchase be made discretionary with 
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ihe individual, as has been the custom heretofore in 
regard to the social evening dress. ; 

Would it not be better if officers could put their 
surplus cash, or part of it, to a more practical use; 
for instance, buying from time to time the necessary 
military publications? It seems that such and other 
equally rational expenditures will become quite uncertain 
with any further increase in the number of military 
uniforms. 

It is my belief that many officers who are now running 
about even will find it impossible to keep out of debt 
if they are obliged to buy these two uniforms. Most 
officers of our Army have no private income like the 
great majority of army officers of foreign countries, and 
are correspondingly less able than the latter of standing 
the expense entailed by a numerous and costly array of 
military clothes and regalia. 








TINE OFFICER. 
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CONSIDER THE DEPAPTMENT CLERKS. 


New Orleans, La., Dec. 2, 1911. 
To THE Epitor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

As it is very probable that the “Hay Bill” for the con 
solidation of the several staff departments into an Army 
Supply Corps will be favorably acted upon by Congress 
when it comes up for consideration, it is to be hoped tha: 
that body will recognize the very valuable services ren- 
dered by the clerks at large who are now employed in 
the departments, and who, under the bill referred to, 
will become a part of the new corps as enlisted men 
Some of the clerks have held their present positions 
for a great many years and others have entered the de- 
partments by examination since the establishment of the 
Civil Service, never doubting but that their appoint- 
ments would be permanent. The majority of these clerks 
have seen service with troops in the field, and many ar 
married and have families, and since the outbreak of th: 
war with Spain have been put to much expense in moy- 
ing to and from the island possessions of Porto Rico 
and the Philippines, also Cuba, and as a part of the 
Supply Corps they will still have to meet the expense: 
of frequent changes of station. I would urge that in 
being embodied into the Army Supply Corps these clerks 
be giver. such rank, pay and allowances as will make 
their new positions in no way less desirable than those 
they now hold. The writer, a retired post non-commis- 
sioned staff officer, and therefore disinterested, except for 
a desire to see a deserving class who have rendered 
efficient service to the Government suitably rewarded 
has served with clerks of the Adjutant General’s, Quar- 
termaster’s and Subsistence Departments, and can tes- 
tify to their loyalty and great worth, and_ sincerely 
trusts that Congress will be no less just to them than it 
recently was to their brethren of the Pay Department.

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Owing to the fact that Chairman Padgett’s time will 
pe taken up entirely by the Monetary Commission until 
the first of the year, the Naval Affairs Committee has 
decided to change its plans for handling the Navy Ap- 
propriation bill this session. No work will be done on 
the bill until after the holiday vacation. Then the hear- 
ings will be started and the work of preparing the bill to 
be reported out will be pushed as rapidly as possible. 
We publish on page 448 the appropriations to be included 
in the bill according to the estimates of the Treasury De- 
partment, Chairman Padgett is a very active member 
of the Monetary Commission. He is recognized as the 
leader of the Democratic members of the commission and 
his Democratic colleagues insisted that he should be 
present during the preparation of the report which must 
be completed according to a resolution passed by the 
Senate early in January. As Chairman Padgett has been 
giving considerable attention to naval affairs this summer 
the committee decided not to proceed with its work until 
he is present. There is a lively contest among the Re- 
publican members for the place made vacant on the 
Naval Affairs Committee by the death of Representative 
Loudenslager. William J. Browning, who succeeds Mr. 
Joudenslager in Congress, it is understood, is the first 
choice of minority leader Mann, but on account of the 
desire of some of the older members for the place it is 
possible that Mr. Mann will not be able to give him the 
place. Mr. Browning, who was formerly chief clerk of 
the House, is quite a student of naval affairs and spe- 
cially qualified for the place. The Navy Department has 
seut to the House Committee on Naval Affairs a number 
of letters recommending legislation of considerable im- 
portance. One of these letters recommends legislation 
which authorizes an examining board to resolve itself 
into a retiring board when an officer before it is found 
to be physically disqualified. The form of procedure in 
such cases that is followed in the Army is recommended. 
It is also recommended that legislation be passed which 
will entitle the widow of an officer of the Navy to 
ainuity when the officer came by his death through no 
misconduct of his own. He wants the same legislation 
covering this point that is provided for by the laws gov- 
erning the Army.

The conclusion has been reached by the Army Ord- 
nance Department that the accident to the 3-inch field 
gun of a battery of the Ohio National Guard at Sparta, 
Wis., last summer was probably due to the presence of 
a minute flaw in the base of the projectile. Through this 
flaw it is supposed that powder gases entered and ignited 
the high explosive filling charge of the projectile. Steps 
are being taken to withdraw from service ammunition 
on hand containing the type of projectile used in the 
gin of the Ohio National Guard. The projectiles are 
being subjected to higher hydraulic pressure test and a 
copper base cover is being placed on the projectiles to 
give them additional protection. The accident arose 
from the detonation of a pointed fuse high explosive 
shell which was being fired in target practice. The ex- 
plosion occurred after the projectile had moved forward 
about four inches and resulted in the destruction of a 
section of the breech of the gun. Neither the base nor 
the fuse of the projectile was recovered for examination, 
aud therefore it will never be known whether there was 
any defect in the breech which contributed to the acci- 
dent. ‘The projectile was a type which has been in use 
for six years. Under the specifications a hydraulic test 
of five hundred pounds per inch was requireed in de- 
termining the soundness and the freedom from flaws of 
tle projectile. In making the investigation several thou- 
sand projectiles of a similar type on hand at the Frank- 
fort Arsenal have been minutely examined under a mic- 
roseope and subjected to a hydraulic pressure test with a 
view of determining the presence of hitherto undetected 
flaws on the base. 'wo such projectiles have been found 
with flaws which would admit water, applied under a 
pressure of about 20,000 pounds to the square inch. Ex- 
tensive tests were made with fuses of the type used in 
firing, but no results have been obtained which would 
cast doubt upon the safety of the fuse. But this slight 
defect in two of the projectiles under more severe tests 
than were required by the specifications casts sufficient 
doubt upon them to convince the ordnance officers that 
they should be strengthened.

Mayor Gaynor, with other officials of the city of New 
York, appeared at the Navy Department Dec. 7 on in- 
vitation of the Secretary of the Navy to confer with 
him on the subject of abandoning the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard and turning it over to the city of New York. At 
the suggestion of Secretary Meyer, Mayor Gaynor had 
caused an appraisal of the yard to be made by Rene 
Commissioner Purdy. His estimate was _submitte te) 
Mr. Meyer at the conference. It was $15,000,000 for 
the whole property. $8,500,000 being for the land, 
£2.500,000 for the buildings and docks and the remainder 
for the marine hospital grounds. Before the Brooklyn 
Yard ean be abandoned there will have to be a thorough 
estimate of the fact that it is for the best interest of 
the Government and the city. In face of opposition 
of the New York delegation in Congress, it would not be 
possible to abandon that yard. Consequently, the first 
thing to be done is to obtain the consent of the city 
to the transaction, and it has been with that in view 
that Secretary Meyer has been in communication with 
Mayor Gaynor and Commissioner Tompkins for some 
time. Calvin Tompkins and R. A. C. Smith, Dock Com- 
missioners of New York city, with Mayor Gaynor, had a 
conference in Washington, D.C., Dec. 7, _with Mr. 
Stimson, the Secretary of War, on the question of pier 
extension to accommodate the giant steamships. Mayor 
Gaynor and Mr. Tomkins also called on Mr, Nagel to 
ask his consent to the moving of the Staten Island light- 
louse reservation from its present location to a site 
near Fort Wadsworth. In its present position it inter- 
feres with the Staten Island docking facilities. 
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It was announced at the Navy Department Dec. 8 
that the ammunition handling arrangements now being 
installed in the U.S.S. Kansas at the navy yard, Norfolk, 
Va. are the result of the ultimate development of the 
hand loading turret. This system at first contemplated 
only the man handling of ammunition after it was 
hoisted to the turret; the next development was the 


stowage in the turret of as many shells as would not 
interfere with the proper service of the guns and the 
hand passing of powder from the magazine to the turret 
hamber. This gave a rapid supply until the shells in 











‘the turret were exhausted. At this point in the develop- 
iment conditions became unsatisfactory, since it was 
necessary to remove the hand powder passing platforms 


and to connect up for the use of the old cars in order 
to replenish the supply of shell. It was evident at once 
that if the hand loading turret was to be made a perma- 
nent feature, a power shell hoist must be installed that 
would deliver shell to the turret at the same time that 
powder was heing passed up by hand. The entire ques- 
tion was submitted to officers of the fleet and a majority 
recommended that all 8-inch and 12-inch turrets be 
given a permanent hand loading installation. Such an 
installation contemplates the man handling of both 
powder and shell, except the feature of hoisting the shell 
from the handling room to the turret chamber. Shells 
in turrets are conveyed to the loading trays by hand 
power exclusively, and this feature proved to be so 
successful that similar arrangements were recommended 
by fleet officers for the handling room, thus obviating 
the necessity for lifting the shell and doing away with 
objectionable shell trolleys. The loading table, at the 
foot of the shell hoists, is worked level with the handling 
room floor, and shell room floors level with the door sills 
to the same. The lower edge of the opening to the tube 
shell hoists is worked on a level of the loading table. 
Shells are thus conveniently conveyed from the shell 
rooms to hoist tubes without being lifted.

There is a newspaper report that “the Navy Depart- 
ment has received an offer of $8,000,000 for the battle- 
ships Indiana, Iowa and Massachusetts and the protected 
cruisers Minneapolis and Columbia, according to a 
despatch from Washington. All of these vessels are in 
first class fighting shape, the despatch goes on to say, 
and the three battleships took part in the great review 
of the Atlantic Fleet in November. But it is believed 
that the prevalence of the new Dreadnought type will 
make them all obsolete in from two to seven years. The 
opinion is held at the Navy Department that the bidder 
wishes to purchase them with a view to disposing of 
them at a good price among the strongest South Ameri- 
can republics—Argentina, Chili and Brazil—and possibly 
others, if these countries can satisfactorily finance the 
deal.” The Indiana was launched in 1893. the Iowa in 
1896, the Massachusetts in 1893, the Minneapolis in 
1893 and the Columbia in 1892, so that the oldest of 
these vessels is less than twenty years old. The contract 
price of the hull and machinery of the three battleships 
was $9.136,000, and of the two protected cruisers 
$5,415.000. As the total is $14,551,000, the alleged offer 
is a little over fifty per cent. of the cost.

The Winthrop Board, appointed to prepare a bill 
providing for the amalgamation of the Pay Corps and 
the Construction Corps with the line of the Navy, has 
about completed its work. Owing to the illness of 
Assistant Secretary Winthrop the board adjourned Dec. 
5 and will be ready to revort shortly after the Secretary 
returns to his office. The report is ready to be sub- 
mitted to the Assistant Secretary, who, when he approves 
it, will submit it to the Secretary. It is understood 
that the bill will make it optional with staff officers as 
to whether they qualify for line duty. If they qualify 
for the line staff officers will become available for any 
duty. On the other hand, if they do not qualify they 
will be assigned to shore duty until they retire. The 
officers of both of the bureaus will be placed in one list 
and they will be given the title to which their rank 
entitles them. For instance, a pay officer with the rank 
of commander will become a commander in the line. If 
he should not qualify for the line he will still be known 
as a commander. It is estimated that it will require 
about fifteen years to complete the amalgamation. 
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Dec. 7 Representatives Cox, of Ohio, and Anthony, 
of Kansas, introduced similar bills in the House which 
take the National Soldiers’ Homes from the control of 
the Board of Managers and placing them under the 
jurisdiction of the War Department as if they were 


Army posts. At the last regular session of Congress 
in an extended speech Mr, Cox made an attack upon 
the policy of the Board of Managers, describing condi- 
tions at the Dayton Home which stirred up considerable 
feeling in Congress. He was supported by Mr, Anthony, 
in whose district one of the largest branches of the 
National Soldiers’ Home is located. Both of the mem- 
bers are confident that some legislation along this line 
will be enacted during the session. It is provided in 
the bill introduced by Mr. Anthony that the Quarter- 
master’s Department, the Adjutant General’s Depart- 
ment and Commissary Department shall have charge of 
the work which they usually do at Army posts.

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We have an interesting report by Brig. Gen. BE. M. 
Weaver relating to the personnel and matériel of the 
Coast Artillery which we reserve for another week. 
Attention is called to the insufficiency of the personnel. 


One complete manning detail requires for the Regular 
Coast Artillery 1,376 officers and 33,906 men, and of 
the Militia 902 officers and 33,906 men; in all, 2,278 
officers and 55,110 men. This force will have to be 
doubled in time of war. The discipline and instruction 
during the year has been satisfactory, and it has in- 
cluded instruction in Infantry work to prepare the men 
for service in the field in case of need. An appropriation 
of $300,000 is asked to provide dummy armory equipment 
for the Militia. Target practice for the year 1910 was 
very satisfactory, the mortars showing continued im- 
provement. Excellent work was done with the heavy 
guns at Manila in night firing.

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Protesting against the removal of Rear Admiral 
Nicholson from the head of the Bureau of Navigation, 
Representatives Foss, of Illinois, Weeks, of Massachu- 
setts, and Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, were at the White 
House on Dec. 6. The members evinced considerable 
feeling over the matter and spent considerable time dis- 
cussing it with the President. After the Congressional 
delegation left the White House the President called 
Secretary Meyer and took up the matter with him. 
The delegation represented to the President that as 
Admiral Nicholson was appointed Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation and confirmed by the Senate for a term 
of four years, he could not be removed from the Bureau 
except for cause and then by the President. It is not 
understood that there are any personal objections to 
Commander Andrews, who is to succeed Admiral Nichol- 
son, but the members of Congress think that it is a re- 
flection upon the Admiral to have him removed before 
the four years expire. Secretary Meyer takes an en- 
tirely different view of the matter and offers an_ex- 
planation to the President which, it is thought, will be 











entirely satisfactory. He said that Admiral Nicholson 
had expressed a preference for the Asiatic command 
some time ago, but when it was offered to him, he said 
he regretted that he could not finish out his for-year 
term in the bureau. The Secretary had reminded him 
that opportunity waited for no man and he had there- 
upon consented to accept the assignment, though it ap- 
peared that he now regretted that decision. The Secre- 
tary desired to reorganize his bureau, as he had the 
other naval bureaus, and he had informed Admiral 
Nicholson that the reorganization could be better effected 
under a new head, an officer who is better acquainted 
with the abilities of the younger men of the Navy. 
Owing to the creation of the various aids there is no 
longer need of an officer of the rank of rear admiral at 
the head of the Bureau of Navigation.

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The commercial organizations of Cincinnati are ask- 
ing that the Fort Thomas military reservation be turned 
over to the Navy to be used as a recruit depot for the 
Marine Corps. Several delegations have been sent to 
Washington and the members from Cincinnati and South- 
ern Ohio have taken the matter up with the Secretary 
of the Navy. It is insisted by Representative Long- 
worth, of Cincinnati, that Fort Thomas is very fortu- 
nately located for a Marine Corps recruiting depot. The 
Marine Corps has no recruiting depot in the interior 
although it is securing a large part of its enlisted 
strength from the Middle West and West. The loca- 
tion of a recruiting depot at Fort Thomas, near Cin- 
cinnati, will attract a great many young men to the 
Marine Corps from that locality and save the Govern- 
ment considerable money in the transportation of re- 


cruits. | 
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According to a press despatch from Lu-ngan, China, 
on Nov. 26, the Chinese rebels beat all the records of 
history for percentage of losses sustained to losses in- 
flicted, surpassing even the marvelous achievements of 
the belligerents in the recent revolution in Mexico, when 
the border corresnondents reveled in manufacturing 
wartial exploits. This China despatch read as follows 
in a New York newspaper: “The rebels, 1.500 strong, 
with twelve pieces of field artillery, yesterday, after a 
battle lasting six hours, defeated 3.000 loyalists and 
captured two guns near the Ming tombs at Nanking. 
The rebels say the imperialists lost 1,000 dead and 
wounded, The rebels had two wounded.” 
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The committee on the rules for the battle practice 
in the Navy met in Washington Dec. 8. It consists of, 
besides Lieutenant Commander Palmer and his assistants, 
Lieut. Comdr. D. W. Knox, fleet gunnery officer of the 
Atlantic Fleet; Lieut. Comdrs. T. T. Craven, General 
Board; N. LL. Jones, North Dakota; Lieut. WK. 
Wortman, Kansas; Lieut. T. R. Kurtz, Torpedo Fleet; 
Lieut. Comdr. L. M. Overstreet, Ordnance Bureau, and 
several other officers who are to be detailed from the 
fleets later. 
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To erect a statue in Richmond, Va., in honor of Gen. 
Stonewall, Jackson an association was formed in that 
city on Nov. 29. The president chosen was the Rev. 
James Power Smith, D.D., the surviving member of 
Jackson’s staff. The representative of the Daughters 
of the Confederacy explained that her organization had 
decided not to engage in any other monumental work 
until the memorials at Arlington and Shiloh are com- 
pleted. Dr. Smith was a captain and aid on the staff 
of the Confederate leader. 
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It is stated on high authority that Lieut. Comdr. T. 
T. Craven, U.S.N., now on duty on the General Board, 


will succeed Lieut. Comdr. Leigh C. Palmer as Director 
of Target Practice when the latter becomes aid to 
Secretary Meyer. Commander Craven has recently been 
relieved from duty as gunnery officer of the Atlantic 
Fleet, where he made a record that attracted the atten- 
tion of the Secretary of the Navy. He is also regarded 
as an authority on engineering.

Advices received in Washington Dec. 8 by wire from 
Prescott, Ariz., by Mrs. Russell M. McLennon, president 
of the Society for Protection of the Uniform of the 
United States, state that the Government has won the 
suit against Darling and Yundt, proprietors of a skating 
rink, who refused admission to two Regular officers and 
to non-commissioned officers of the Arizona National 
Guard. The defendants were fined $100. Suit was 
brought by Attorney General Wickersham.

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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


Col. James A. Maney, Inf., who was retired on Dec. 
2, 1911, for disability incident to the Service, was born 
in Tennessee Dec. 10, .1855, and is a graduate of the 
U.S.M.A., class of 1877, when he was promoted in the 
Army additional second lieutenant, 16th Infantry. He 
was promoted second lieutenant, 15th Infantry, Aug. 
23, 1877, and he reached his captaincy in that command 
Oct. 6, 1897. He was promoted major, 17th Infantry, 
June 17, 1902: lieutenant colonel February 28, 1910, 
and colonel November 27, 1911. In the early days 
of his service he was on frontier duty at Fort 
Bayard, N.M.. when the Indians were troublesome, and 
was in command of Indian scouts in the field in New 
Mexico. He later served at various posts in Colorado 
and Dakota to August, 1890, when he went to Fort 
Sheridan, Ill. He was subsequently, among other services, 
on duty with the National Guard of Tennessee and on 
recruiting service to October, 1898, and was on duty 
at Puerto Principe, Cuba. and Vancouver Barracks, 
Wash., Fort McPherson, Ga., and pending retirement 
has been on leave at Louisville, Ky. 

Col. Clarence Deems, Coast Art., 
retired from active service Dec. 4, 1911, upon his own 
application, after more than forty years’ service, was 
born in Virginia Oct. 10, 1850, and is a graduate of the 
U.S.M.A., class of 1874. He was assigned as a second 
lieutenant to the 4th Artillery ; was promoted first lieu- 
tenant Sept. 14, 1883: captain, 6th Artillery, March 8, 
1898: major, Artillery Corps. July 31, 1903, and lieu- 
tenant colonel Jan. 25, 1907. Among his various services 
he has been on duty ‘at Alcatraz Island, Fort Monroe, 
Washington Arsenal, Fort Warren, Fort Adams, Fort 
McPherson, San Francisco Barracks, Forts Hancock, 
Worden, Howard and Mason, and during the war with 
Spain he was in command of Fort Caswell and Fort 
Macon, N.C. He took pert in suppressing railroad 
disturbances in Maryland and Pennsylvania in 1877, and 
was also on duty as professor of military science at 
Maryland Agricultural College from July. 1878, to July 
1, 1881. He was on duty in the Philippines, where he 
performed highly creditable service. On one occasion in 
Manila General Otis, having heard that a conspiracy 
was on foot among the natives, sent for Colonel Deems, 
then a captain in the — Artillery, and ordered him 
to look into it. 'The Captain took with him about a 
dozen men, who followed at intervals, each one keeping 
his predecessor in sight. He sauntered down the main 
9H and just as he was passing a closed door a 

Filipino gave three knocks so methodically as to attract 
the Captain’s attention. The door was opened and 
Captain Deems, without even drawing his revolver, at 
once leaped inside and knocked the man senseless. He 
then grabbed the astonished doorkeeper before he could 
give a warning. His men followed and the little band 
succeeded in taking prisoners a company of twenty-nine 
who were upstairs and could not get away. They also 
captured $438,000 in yvold, found ander an altar in an 
adjoining room, which was intended for Aguinaldo. The 
family of Colonel Deems is one prominent in Maryland 


U.S.A., who was 


history, and its members have been Americans for 250 
years. His great-great-grandfather took an interest in 


the turmoil and strife of Colonial days. His great- 
grandfather, Frederick Deems, was a private in the 
Revolutionary War, and when others were enlisting for 
three, six or nine months, or one or two years, he 
enlisted “for the war,” which meant business in those 
days of hardship when the Continental Army was 
poorly fed and ill clad. His grandfather, Capt. Jacob 
Deems, served in the 1812-14 war with Great Britain 
at the battle of North Point. His father, Gen. James 
Monroe Deems, helped to organize and subsequently 
commanded the Ist Maryland Cavalry during the Civil 
War, and was brevetted brigadier general by Congress 
for bravery and gallantry on the field in a number of 
hotly contested battles. His son, Capt. Clarence Deems, 
jr., graduated from West Point in 1901, is now in the 
ist Field Artillery. 

Major Arthur M. Edwards, Sub. Dept., U.S.A., who 
retires on Dec. 9, 1911, for disability incident to the 
Service, was born in New York May 14, 1871. He was 
graduated from the U.S.M.A. June 12, 1893, and was 
promoted in the Army a second lieutenant in the 3d 
Infantry.

Capt. John Stoughton Watson, who for twenty-six 
years was superintendent of the Cunard Line piers in 
New York, an acting Volunteer lieutenant in the U.S.

He was born in 
Pennsylvania in 1837, and was a brother of the late 





Major Gen. William B. Franklin, U.S.V., Civil War, 
and of the late Rear Admiral Samuel R. Franklin, 
U.S.N. Colonel Franklin was appointed first lieutenant, 
12th U.S. Infantry, May 14, 1861, and reached the grade 
of captain in 1863. He was transferred to the 21st 
Infantry in 1866, was unassigned in 1866, and was 
honorably discharged from the Army at his own request 
in 1870. He received the brevet of major in 1864 for 
faithful and meritorious service in the field during the 
campaign before Richmond. Va., and in the Shenandoah 
Valley, and the brevet of lieutenant colonel in 1865 for 
meritorious service at the capture of Petersburg, Va. 


Major William Black, U.S.A., retired, died at Okla- 
homa City, Okla.. Nov. 26, 1911, from heart disease. 
He was born in Iowa Aug. 24, 1850, and entered the 
U.S. Army as a private in the Signal Corps, Oct. 7. 
1871, rising to the rank of sergeant. He was appointed 
second lieutenant. 24th Infantry, Sept. 1, 1879, and 
remained with the 24th until promoted major, 13th In- 
fantry, Feb. 18, 1908. He was retired Oct. 6, 1905, at 
his own request, after over thirty years’ service. During 
his service as an enlisted man he served, among other 
duties, at the observatory at Pike’s Peak, and after 
becoming a commissioned officer he traveled from Fiume, 
Austria, to China, Janan and other widely separated 
parts of the globe. He took part in the operations 
against Victoria, a renegade Apache. who was terroriz- 
ing the inhabitants of Texas. Dry camps, forced 
marches and a variety of other hardships formed a part 
of this campaign, which lasted over a year. Shortly 
after this he performed the usual camp and garrison 
duties, being stationed at various points in New Mexico, 
Colorado, Arizona, Utah and southern California. He 
completed two years of study in the Staff College at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kas., and traveled in Europe the 
following year, where he studied the methods of warfare 
emploved there. Major Black went to the Philippines 
in 1899, reaching Manila in July. During the three 
sneceeding years he was only absent seven days from 
the active command of troops, besides performing im- 
portant staff and civil duties. His command was under 
fire nfneteen different times. Coming home from the 
islands in 1902, the Major was assigned to take charge 
of the general depot of recruits and casuals at San 
Francisco. The deceased leaves the following relatives: 
Mrs, James 0. Sims, a sister. living on the Black home- 
stead six miles west of Keokuk; Mrs. John Haisch, a 
sister, and her children. of Coin, Iowa; Mrs. Thomas 
McCleary, a sister, and her son, of Centralia. Wash.; 
the children of his deceased sister, Mrs. O. C. Sage: the 
children of his deceased sister, Mrs. Thomas O’Blen- 
ness; the children of his deceased brother, James Black, 
and the children of his deceased brother, Henry Black. 
The Constitution-Democrat of Keokuk. Iowa, referring 
to the death of Major Black, says: “Major Black was 
a man of dignity and reserve, but was not lacking in 
that cheerful ovtimism with which the successful man 
secures and folds the friendship of those with whom he 
is brought into contact. He was one of the few Army 
men who had accumulated a small fortune. Starting life 
on a farm, he won his way to distinction among the 
men of highest prominence in military affairs, and 
secured positions of greatest responsibility in widely 
separated corners of the globe.” 


Rear Admiral George F. F. Wilde, U.S.N., retired, 
died at his home in North Easton, Mass., Dec. 3, 1911, 
of heart disease, aged sixty-six. He had had slight 
attacks of heart trouble for several years, but his death 
was unexpected and without warning. He was among 
the best known officers in the Navy, and was born in 
Braintree, Mass., on Feb. 23, 1845, the son of William 
tead and Mary Elizabeth Thayer Wilde. He was 
graduated from the Naval Academy in 1864, and served 
on the flagship Susquehanna during the last year of the 
Civil War and for two years thereafter. He served on 
the Albany, the Tennessee and the Wabash, and in 1873 
became commander-of the monitor Canonicus. He was 
executive officer of the Vandalia from 1878 to 1882. In 
1885 he was made commander of the Dolphin, the first 
steel vessel of the U.S. Navy to circumnavigate the 
globe. As secretary of the Lighthouse Board from 1894 
to 1898 Wilde introduced gas buoys on the Great Lakes, 
established an electric lighted vessel off the Diamond 
Shoal, Cape Hatteras, and had the lightships connected 
with the shore by telephone. During the Spanish War 
he commanded the ram Katahdin, and in August, 1898, 
he attained the rank of captain. He went to China as 
commander of the Boston, landed marines who went with 
the chief relief column to Pekin, where they guarded the 
American Legation from November. 1898, to April, 1899. 
In February, 1899, he captured the cities of Tloilo and 
Vigan. In Vigan he rescued 160 Spanish officers and 
their families, for which he received the thanks of the 
Spanish government. For capturing Iloilo he was 
thanked bv the Secretary of the Navy. Captain Wilde 
was captain of the Oregon when that battleship was 
grounded on an uncharted sunken ledge in Pichili Gulf 
in 1899. She got off safely and was taken to port, 765 
miles away. From 1901 until his retirement, in 1905, 
Wilde was successively captain of the Portsmouth Navy 
Yard, captain of the Boston Navy Yard, commandant 
of the League Island Navy Yard and commandant of 
the Boston Navy Yard. Since 1906 he had been chair- 
man of the Massachusetts Nautical Training School 
Commission. He became a rear admiral in 1904, and 
was retired Feb. 20, 1905. 

Mrs. Julius Tilden Austin, mother of Capt. Fred T. 
Austin, 3d U.S. Field Art., died Dee. 2 at Barre, Vt. 


Mr. Hamilton L. Rand died at Concord, N.H., Nov. 
28, 1911, of heart failure, aged seventy-seven years. He 
was a brother of Rear Admiral Stephen Rand, retired 
pay director, U.S.N. 

Post Q.M. Sergt. Charles Yeager, U.S.A., retired, 
died in Omaha, Neb.. Nov. 15, 1911, and his remains 
were buried with military honors on Nov. 17 at Fort 
Crook. The two battalions of the 4th Infantry, includ- 
ing Major Atkinson and his staff, took part. The serv- 
ices were held in the post gymnasium and were conducted 
by Chaplain Chenoweth, who gave a memorial sketch of 
the lift of Sergeant Yeager. The remains were interred 
in the post cemetery. Sergeant Yeager was born in 
Wurtemberg, Germany, June 10, 1849. At the age of 
twenty he came to the United States and inside of two 
years he enlisted in the 12th U.S. Infantry, serving in 
this regiment in succeeding enlistments until transferred 
to the 8th Infantry in 1877. In 1885 he was made post 
auartermaster sergeant. At the time of his retirement, 
Feb. 19, 1911, he had served over forty years. Sergeant 
Yeager was married to Miss Georgiana Fish at Fort 
Yuma, Ariz. At the time of his death he was living 
with his family in Omaha. He leaves a wife and five 
children. His daughters are Mrs. Georgiana Clifton, of 


Omaha; Mrs. Marion Hanson, of Chicago; Mrs. W. J. 
Jaka and Mrs, G. W. Reese, wives of the post quarter- 
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master sergeant and the regimental quartermaster ser-— 
geant, respectively, at Fort Crook. He also leaves 
twelve grandchildren and one great-grandchild. 

Mrs. Jane Augur Russell, widow of Col. George B. 
Russell, U.S.A., and eldest daughter of the late Gen. 
Cc. C. Augur, U.S.A., died at the home of her daughter, 
Mrs. J. N. Allen, 1825 Greenwood Boulevard, Evanston, 
Ill., Dee. 7, 1911. The interment will be at Arlington 
Cemetery, near Washington, D.C., Dec. 9

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


In the case of William L. Beers, late lieutenant, j.g.., 
U.S.N., the Comptroller reaffirms previous decisions that 
“officers of the Navy in the Volunteer Service during 
the war with Spain are entitled to extra pay at the rate 
they were paid for the last duty from which detached 
before discharge.” 

In the case of an appeal by E. H. Douglass, P.A. 
Paymr., U.S.N., the Comptroller decides that a pay- 
master’s clerk is entitled to the same allowances for 
travel as a warrant officer of the Navy; that is, mileage 
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for travel in the United States and actual expenses for 
all travel abroad. 
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MOVEMENTS OF TROOPS. 


The next schedule for the movement of troops to and 
from the Philippine Islands and Hawaii, which is usually 
cut by this time, will not be made up until some time 
in March or April. This is partly due to the extension 
of six months in the period of foreign service and partly 
on account of the unsettled questions with regard to the 
garrisoning of Hlawaii and the Panama Canal. As has 
been previously stated, it is proposed to make a reduction 
of two in the number of Infantry regiments serving in 
the Philippines and one in the number of Cavalry regi- 
ments. This will be done without reducing the number 
of rifles in the islands, as it is proposed to recruit all 
regiments on foreign service up to as near as possible 
the war strength. At the same time that a reduction 
in the number of regiments serving in the Philippines 
is made it is proposed to decrease the number of organi- 
zations in the United States. This will be made abso- 
Jutely necessary in order to provide troops for Hawaii 
and Panama. The original plan was for two regiments 
of Infantry, one regiment of Cavalry, one battalion of 
Field Artillery, Signal Corps troops and Engineers for 
Hawaii. It is understood that this, owing to recent 
developments, is not regarded as a sufficient force of 
troops for this important island in the plan of our 
national defense. A board is now working on this 
problem, and will probably recommend an increase in 
the number of troops for Hawaii. The Panama Canal 
will also call for more troops when the next schedule is 
prepared. By that time there will be quarters on the 
Zone for additional troops. and it is the plan of the 
administration to garrison the canal as soon as the quar- 
fers and troops are available. Although it has not been 
fnally decided, it is probable that the troops which 
would have been under the old plan sent to the Philip- 
pines to relieve those who come home will be sent to 
(lawaii or Panama. 


Orders have been issued by the War Department for 
the withdrawal of more troops from the Mexican border. 
Four troops of the 12th Cavalry will be sent from Forts 
Apache and Huachuca, Ariz., to Fort Meade, S.D. This 
transfer will be made as soon as two troops of the 4th 
Cavalry can relieve the troop of the 12th at Fort Apache. 
Orders have been issued directing the transport Sherman 
to sail with the 7th and 20th Infantry for San Francisco 
as soon as possible. Advices have not been received up 
to the hour we go to press that the Sherman has sailed.

Whoever shall knowingly purchase or receive in 
pledge for any obligation or indebtedness from any _ soldier, 
officer, sailor, or other person called into or employed in the 
military or naval Service any arms, equipment, ammunition, 
clothes, military stores, or other public property, whether 
furnished to the soldier, officer, sailor, or person under a 
clothing allowance or otherwise, such soldier, officer, sailor, 
or other person not having a lawful right to pledge or sell the 
same, shall be fined not more than $500, and imprisoned ‘in 
jail not more than two years; and the circuit court of the 
circuit wherein such supplies or equipment may have been 
unlawfully purchased or received in pledge shall have juris- 
diction of the offense.

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RADICAL ARMY LEGISLATION PROPOSED. 


As an amendment to the Army Appropriation bill the 
Hay Omnibus Reorganization bill in a modified form 
will be submitted to the House Committee on Military 
Affairs on Dec. 11. The bill has been amended in four 
places. Two of the amendments are not objectionalile 
to the War Department, while two of them are so 
reactionary in their character that they will meet with 
general opposition. 

In one of these amendments it is proposed to abolish 
the office of Chief of Staff and the position of Chief 
of the Division of Militia Affairs. This section of the 
bill also reduces the number of major generals in the 
line by two and the number of brigadier generals by 
four, All of the duties of Chief of Coast Artillery and 
Chief of Division of Militia are to be discharged with 


| what is termed “I'he Bureau of the General Staff as 


created by this act.” 

The author of this amendment made very little attempt 
to conceal his intention of destroying the General Staff 
and turning the Army over to the control of a bureau. 
In speaking of the bill when it was up for consideration 
last session former Secretary of War J. M. Dickinson 
said: ‘The enactment of the provisions described in the 
above would place the control of the Army in the hands 
of a small group of officers who could by a system of 
redetails perpetuate themselves. This menace to the 
welfare of the Army was recognized and urged against 
the General Staff when it was originally proposed. T 
safeguard against this the law proposed by Secretary 
Root provided that no officer, except a general officer, 
could be redetailed without two years’ intermission 
except in «an emergency in time of war. The House 
passed the bill in this form, but the Senate refused to 
accept the general officers. It is believed that the provi- 
sion finally enacted into law was a wise one and that 
that now proposed would be ruinous to the principle 
upon which the General Staff was founded, namely, the 
administration and control of the Army out of the hands 
of permanent bureaus and in the hands of fighting 
branches.” 

It is known that Secretary Stimson is in full accord 
with the views of his predecessor quoted above. The 
amendment made to the Hay bill further intrenches the 
Staff Corps officers in control of the Bureau Staff. 
Secretary Stimson, who has been spending considerable 
time investigating this subject, will doubtless deal with 
it in a vigorous manner in his annual report, which will 
Le made public within a week or ten days. In the 
opinion of line officers much that has been gained by 
progressive Army legislation during the past twenty 
years would be lost by the enactment of the Hay bill 
in its present form. 

One of the amendments restores the clothing allow- 
ance for enlisted men to the basis that it was on before 
the issue of the recent general order on this subject, 
and also increases the term of enlistment from _ three 
years to five years. 

An amendment which will meet with the approval of 
the General Staff is that which seeks to reduce the 
number of changes in the uniform of officers and enlisted 
men. There will be no objection on the part of the 
General Staff if Congress wants to assume the control 
over the uniform in the Army and go into the intricate 
question of prescribing style of coat that officers and 
men are to wear. Nothing in this proposed amendment 
will interfere with the issuing of the order that is now 
being prepared in the War Department. In fact, this 
order, which is virtually a codification of previous orders, 
will materially assist Congress in prescribing the 
uniform for the Army. 

The text of the bill as it will come before the Military 
Committee appears on page 446. By attaching the 
measure to the Appropriation bill it is evident that 
Chairman Hay is going to make an effort not only to 
force it through Congress, but to put it before the 
President in a form in which he cannot veto the bill. 
IIe will doubtless rely on the Holman rule, which pro- 
vides that new legislation that calls for a reduction ‘in 
the appropriation is not out of order in an appropria- 
tion bill. 

The proposed amendment to the Hay bill abolishing 
the Division of Militia Affairs will meet with opposition 
from the National Guard, as well as from the War 
Department, as it was created at the earnest suggestion 
cf the officers of Organized Militia. A bill for the 
creation of a Bureau of Militia Affairs was pending 
before Congress at the time the division was created by 
the War Department. Members of the National Guard 
were strennously advocating the passage of the bill, and 
when it began to appear that it would be defeated the 
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War Department came forward with a solution of the 
question by the creation of the division in the Depart- 
ment. It is questioned whether it can be abolished by 
act of Congress.

PRESIDENT ON TEXAS MANEUVERS. 


The opening of Congress was signalized by a departure 
from the customary Presidential routine in the matter 
of the message. Instead of sending to that body a mes- 
sage covering all the large subjects engaging the atten- 
tion of the Government, Mr, Taft announced that he 





\ would send a series of messages to Congress at intervals, 


each one devoted to a particular subject. The first of 
this series dealt exclusively with the trust question, and 
therefore for the first time discussion of the needs or 
the achievements of the Services had no place in the 
annual heart-to-heart talk of the Chief Executive with 
Congress. However, on Dec. 7, a message was sent to 
Congress on the foreign relations of the United States. 
In this naturally figured largely the mobilization of the 
Army last spring and summer in Texas during the final 
days of the Mexican revolution which unseated President 
Diaz. In this document the President set forth fully 
the reasons why -he sent the Army to Texas and also 
why he did not order our troops to cross the border and 
stop the fighting when the citizens of Douglas, Ariz., 
were endangered by wild bullets of the contending forces 
on Mexican soil. No American citizen can read the 
reasons given by the President for the assembling of 
our soldiers on’ the Texas frontier without having a 
higher regard for the sound judgment and wise discretion 
of the Chief Executive of the nation. One part of his 
statement is especially worthy of note. It is where he 
makes plain that it was a very fortunate thing that our 
troops were on the scene before the Mexican bullets 
imperiled American citizens, else the ordering of troops 
there then to control the situation might have caused 
a misinterpretation of the intentions of the United 
States, resulting in great danger to many Americans 
resident in Mexico. The fact that we had a sufficient 
force to intervene and kept aloof from any meddling 
was proof to the Mexicans that we had no ulterior 
motive in our maneuvers, and consequently the lives and 
property of Americans in Mexico were made only the 
more secure. 

Ilow cheap and silly now seem the vaporings of 
newspapers which last spring saw in the despatching of 
troops to Texas only an unwarranted expense to our 
yovernment and an unjustified menace to Mexico. Every 
expense now turns out to have been justified, and instead 
of our troops having been a menace, the President can 
say to-day in his message that “this attitude of strict 
impartiality as to all factions in Mexico and of sincere 
friendship for the neighboring nation without regard for 
party allegiance has resulted in an even cioser and more 
sympathetic understanding between the two republics 
and a warmer regard the one for the other.” 

This affirming of the friendship of this country for 
Mexico could not have been presented so as to strike the 
imagination of the Mexicans in a more effective manner 
than that chosen by President Taft. As he said in his 
letter to the Chief of Staff, he assumed a very large 
responsibility in ordering the mobilization, but the events 
proved that nothing he could have done could more 
powerfully have appealed to the Mexican people. With 
sufficient military force cn the spot to intervene, the 
United States held back its hand; with American towns 
along the Rio Grande asking for forcible measures to 
stop fighting on Mexican soil that menaced citizens of 
the United States, President Taft refused to take action 
that might look like intervention. It was this situation 
of military readiness that made our restraint and self- 
control so admirable in the eyes of the Mexicans, and 
produced an impression of good-will that is destined not 
to be effaced for many years. Without an Army trained, 
disciplined and equipped for such a task as that which 
suddenly devolved upon it last spring, this country would 
have lost the opportunity, to win the high regard of a 
sensitive and noble people, who now have learned that 
military preparedness does not go hand in hand with a 
wild desire to seize foreign territory, and that the 
presence of American troops on the Texas border makes 
for security of life and property and for the prevention 
of those infractions of neutrality which might so easily 
grow into a casus belli. 

By the warnings of the American Ambassador in 
Mexico and by the results accomplished President Taft 
has proved that he was thoroughly justified in his move- 
ments of troops to Texas; indeed, it is doubtful whether 
massing of our soldiers in time of peace was ever accom- 
panied by a larger measure of justification, even if this 
mobilization had not furnished so excellent a school for 
the training of our Army. The anti-militarists of the 
country should find in the President’s message a lesson 
in the quieting influence of adequate military forces 
and in their prevention of those situations which often 
arise from inefficiently patroled borders in times of 
insurrection in neighboring states. In its issue of March 
11 last, dealing with the concentration of troops in 
Texas, the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, in speaking of 
the four great lessons which would assuredly grow out 
of the mobilization, said that one would be “the teaching 
of the anti-imperialists that properly disposed soldiers 
are an effective factor in preserving peace.” With 
almost a prophetic eye and a prescience to write in 
advance an important part of the message which the 
President has just sent to the Congress, we then. said: 


“Anti-militarists will see how much better it is for the 
War Department to do as it is now doing than to wait 
until, in default of proper military precautions on our 
side, the revelutionists should bring about a situation 
in our border states that might precipitate war.” Mr. 
Taft’s message shows how serious was the condition 
which preceded the despatching of our troops and how 
near we were to facing situations such as might have 
brought on a serious entanglement with Mexico.

THE REBELLION IN CHINA, 


No more effective proof of the advance of China 
toward the standards of highly civilized nations could 
be asked than the restrained attitude the masses have 
shown toward foreigners during the present condition 
of practical anarchy which has prevailed for weeks in 
different parts of the Empire. If such loosening of the 
reins of government had occurred ten years ago and 
there had been such a civil war as has been going on 
for weeks there can be little doubt that many foreigners 
would have been massacred. So far there has been a 
respect for foreigners that would do credit to the most 
advanced European nation, and this tells of the excellent 
organization of the rebel forces. With all the opportu- 
nities for pillage and murder which civil war invariably 
presents, the rebel forces might have brought about the 
intervention of foreign countries if their leaders had 
not insisted upon and enforced scrupulous regard for 
the rights of people from abroad. ‘There have been 
outrages by pirates and outlaws, but they will occur 
even in the best governed countries in conditions of 
internecine strife such as those which now are afflicting 
China, but those who have always had an admiration 
for Chinese character and seen in it great possibilities 
if it could be developed along right lines must feel 
proud of the restraint which these slow-moving people 
are displaying. If this rebellion shall ultimately result 
in the establishment of a Chinese Republic, or a limited 
monarchy, as is more probable, without any bloody 
tarnishing of its attitude toward non-combatants, the 
world will think well of the new government and will 
be encouraged. to give it a helping hand and assist it in 
developing still further the faculty of self-government. 
That the revolution is largely controlled by men who 
have received military training in Japan and the United 
States and in other countries is the probable reason 
for the respect which has been shown to foreigners in 
this collapse of civil government, and it is « hopeful 
sign that the men at the head of the revolution are 
trained in military methods and familiar with military 
ideals. 

The holding of a regiment of U.S. troops at Manila 
ready for embarkation for the seat of trouble in China 
should not be taken as an indication that this country 
intends to intervene. Preparing to send or even sending 
American or other foreign troops to China would not 
necessarily be political intervention nor lead to it. It 
is one thing for a country to protect its own citizens, 
visiting or domiciled in another land, and a very different 
thing for it to undertake to control the government of 
that country and to exercise sovereignty over it. Even 
the international operations in the Boxer war a decade 
ago were not intervention in the full sense of the word, 


since they recognized the inherent sovereignty of the . 


Chinese crown and made no effort to control or alter 
the form of government. The Boxer war intervention 
of the allied forces in the expedition to Pekin for the 
relief of the beleaguered legations was distinctly a 
military affair, under the direction of military men, 
with a distinct military objective, and when that purpose 
was accomplished the whole task was finished. Again, 
the revolution this time is not directed against foreigners 
as in the time of the Boxers. Should the same situation 
arise now as ten years ago, when foreigners were be- 
sieged and in danger of massacre, there would be no 
hesitancy this time in organizing a relief expedition. 
In the Boxer war such an expedition matured slowly 
hecause such an invasion was new in military and 
diplomatie annals, but after the experience of that affair 
the Christian nations would know precisely how to 
proceed if the occasion should present itself.

REVISION OF GUARD MANUAL. 

While the revision of the Guard Manual, submitted 
by Col. William P. Evans, Inf., U.S.A., to the War 
Department, appears to be entirely satisfactory to the 
General Staff, it is suggested that the present general 
system of guard duty is not suited to a modern army, 
as the present Guard Manual is the outgrowth of a 
medieval military system which has not kept pace with 
the development of modern implements of war. Sugges- 
tions have been made to the committee of the General 
Staff that a more simplified and a radically different 
system of guard duty should be adopted. If anything 
like this should be done Colonel Evans’s revision would 
not be applicable, and regulations along new lines must 
he written. Before the General Staff, or a committee 
thereof, proceeds with the examination of the proposed 
revision the proposal for a new system of guard duty 
will be taken under consideration. 

It is suggested that guard should be divided into two 
classes, the interior guard, placed about the camps or 
quarters of the main body of troops in campaign, and 
the provost guard, for preserving order in camp and for 
guarding prisoners. In ordinary peace time in a garri- 
son or maneuver camp a provost guard is sufficient. The 
number of men -required, itis suggested, should be 








determined on the approximate basis of determining 
the number of policemen in a civil community. It is 
not proposed to use any ceremony in placing these men 
on their posts or for marching on the entire force for 
the day’s duty. A more satisfactory solution of the post 
guard problem, it is argued, would be to place selected 
men on provost guard for periods of two or three months 
at a time, allowing them extra duty pay. The number 
at any post should, of course, be reduced to an absolute 
minimum and the number to be used to be determined 
by higher authority. In general, it is suggested three 
reliefs should be provided for. One relief should be on 
duty in the daytime, taking care of prisoners at work, 
with two reliefs for patrolling at night. The inspection 
of this provost guard could be made by the officers of 
the post Ey roster. 

In the campaign the provost guard would be assigned 
to the policing of the rear columns, the care of prisoners, 
prisoners of war, the protection of stores and the general 
duty of a police force. In campaigns there is always a 
need of a fairly permanent force for this duty. In the 
presence of the enemy, it is argued, the efficiency of an 
army would be increased by the employment of a 
permanent provost guard and a detailed interior guard 
in addition to the detailed outpost. 

The fact that the use of a provost guard at posts 
would do away with the ceremony of guard mounting 
and reduce the post guard to a matter of fact method of 
a civilian police force, it is recognized, is apt to create 
a prejudice against -the proposed change. But the 
advocates of the new system of guard duty claim that 
too much importance is attached to the ceremony of 
guard mounting. ‘They declare that the guard mounting 
ceremony is only suited to royal palaces and other 
institutions, which are always surrounded by some cere- 
mony, and is out of place in this country. It is con- 
tended that the parades and reviews now authorized are 
ample for our Army. 


~ 
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In assigning officers to the command of troops the 
Secretary of War will disregard the preference due to 
the senior officers unless they have shown aptitude for 
the handling of men, and in their general demeanor will 
serve as models for younger officers. In cases where 
two officers have about the same qualifications the 
senior will be given the command, but if the junior is 
better qualified the senior will be transferred to some 
other duty. Special attention will be paid to this new 
policy of the War Department in the future in assign- 
ing colonels to regiments. It is understood that Secre- 
tary Stimson, on his recent tour of inspection, reached 
the conclusion that more care should be taken in the 
selection of commanders for regiments and posts. In 
his opinion the highest duty of an officer is to command 
troops, and only the most active and best qualified should 
be assigned to troops in the field. He intends, in the 
future, to give his personal attention to the selection of 
commanding officers. and will not only look into thcir 
official record, but make a personal investigation of the 
qualifications of every officer that comes up for assign- 
ment. Secretary Stimson, it is stated, believes that 
when an officer is assigned to a command that the War 
Department should assume that war is to be declared 
to-morrow, and that the officers should be qualified both 
mentally and physically to lead the troops against the 
enemy. As a consequence the Secretary will take into 
consideration the physical and mental qualification of 
an officer as well as his official record. The result of 
the inauguration of this new policy is apt to have a far- 
reaching effect on the organization of the Army. If an 
officer fails to come up to this new standard required 
for the command of troops some less responsible duty 
will be found elsewhere for him, leaving the command 
to the next ranking duly qualified officer.

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At the War Department the opinion is expressed that 
there will not be as many objections to the uniform 
order after it is read as there is at present owing to a 
misunderstanding of its purpose and scope. It is confi- 
dently believed by those who have read advanced proofs 
of the order that in spite of the adverse criticism which 
has been made throughout the Service that the Army 
will be pleased with it. It is asserted that the order 
will not provide for any change in any articles of the 
uniform, but will simplify the dress problem in the Army, 
as it will prescribe when certain uniforms already 
authorized are to be worn. AJl mooted questions with 
regard to the uniform will be settled, and the order will 
be cross-indexed, so that anyone can determine readily 
what should be worn. For social gatherings where 
civilians wear evening clothes a special full dress will 
be worn. Two evening full dress coats are all that will 
be required by officers. An evening uniform coat can be 
substituted for a civilian full dress coat. The same vest 
and trousers can be worn either with a special full 
dress uniform or civilian evening dress. It is asserted 
at the War Department that the General Staff is not 
any more disposed to make changes in the uniform than 
other officers throughout the Army. In formulating the 
order the General Staff has taken pains to avoid any 
change in the uniform.

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The battleships South Carolina and Michigan reached 
the navy yard, New York, Dec. 6, from Norfolk, Va., 
and experienced heavy weather on the trip up.

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ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The following provisos in the bill making appropria- 
tions for the support of the Army for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1913, as submitted to the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, appear at the end of the bill, 
but because of their revolutionary character and their 
vital importance we bring them to the front: 


That hereafter all enlistments in the Army shall be made 
for the term of five years, and for all enlistments hereafter 
accomplished five years shall be counted as an enlistment 
period in computing continuous service pay: Provided, That 
hereafter the allowance of clothing for enlisted men shall be 
the same for all enlistment periods, and, exclusive of blankets 
and other articles that are or may be issued or supplied 
gratuitously, shall be as prescribed for the first enlistment 
period by W.D. G.O. 67, May 25, 1911: Provided further, 
That, in the absence of express authority hereafter given by 
Congress, the uniforms of officers and enlisted men of the 
Army shall hereafter be and remain as prescribed by War 
Department orders in force on May 25, 1911, except for such 
changes as can be made in the uniforms of enlisted men 
without loss or additional expense to the Government. 

Sec. 2. That all laws and parts of laws authorizing in- 
erease of the pay of commissioned officers and enlisted men of 
the Army serving beyond the limits of the states compris- 
ing the Union, and the territories of the United States con- 
tiguous thereto, are hereby repealed to the extent to which 
such increase of pay is authorized by such laws. 

Sec. 3. That the office establishments of the Quartermaster 
General, the Commissary General, and the Paymaster General 
of the Army are hereby consolidated and shall hereafter con- 
stitute a single bureau of the War Department, which shall 
be known as the Bureau of Supplies, and of which the Chief 
of the Supply Corps created by this act shall be the head, 
The Quartermaster’s, Subsistence and Pay Departments of 
the Army are hereby consolidated into and shall hereafter be 
known as the Supply Corps of the Army. The officers of said 
departments shall hereafter be known as officers of said corps 
and by the titles of the rank held by them therein, and, ex- 
cept as hereinafter specifically provided to the contrary, the 
provisions of Sections 26 and 27 of the Act of Congress ap- 
proved Feb. 2, 1901, entitled ‘‘An Act to increase the efficiency 
of the permanent Military Establishment of the United 
States,’’ are hereby extended so as to apply to the Supply 
Corps in the manner and to the extent to which they now ap- 
ply to the Quartermaster’s, Subsistence, and Pay Departments, 
and the provision of said sections of said act relative to 
chiefs of staff corps and departments shall, so far as they 
are applicable, apply to all offices and officers of the Supply 
Corps with rank above that of colonel. The officers now 
holding commissions as officers of the said departments shall 
hereafter have the same tenure of commission in the Supply 
Corps, and as officers of said corps shall have rank of the 
same grades and dates as that now held by them, and, for 
the purpose of filling vacancies among them, shall constitute 
one list, on which they shall be arranged according to rank. 
So long as any officers shall remain on said list any vacancy 
occurring therein shall be filled, if possible, from among such 
officers, by selection if the vacancy occurs in a grade above 
that of colonel, and, if the vacancy occurs in a grade not 
above that of colonel, by the promotion of an officer who 
would have been entitled to promotion to that particular 
vacancy if the consolidation of departments hereby prescribed 
had never occurred; and if any officer who is deprived of 
- his position as head of a department by the operation of 
this act shall remain on said list without receiving any ad- 
vancement in rank until the time for his retirement from 
active service, he shall, when retired, be retired with the ad- 
vancement of one grade in rank. The non-commissioned offi- 
cers now known as post quartermaster sergeants and post 
commissary sergeants shall hereafter be known as supply ser- 
geants; the employees now known as paymaster’s clerks 
shall be known as pay clerks, and each of said non-commis- 
sioned officers and employees shall continue to have the pay, 
allowances, rights and privileges now allowed him by law: 

Provided, That no details to fill vacancies in the grade of 
major in the Supply Corps shall be made until the number of 
officers of that grade shall have been reduced by eleven, and 
thereafter the number of officers in said grade shall not exceed 
forty-six; and no details to fill vacancies in the grade of cap- 
tain in the Supply Corps shall be made until after the number 
of officers of that grade shall be reduced by thirty-one, and 
thereafter the number of officers of said grade shall not ex- 
ceed 100; and whenever the separation of a line officer of any 
grade and arm from the Supply Corps shall create therein a 
vacancy that, under the terms of this proviso, cannot be filled 
by detail such separation shall operate to make a permanent 
reduction of one in the total number of officers of said grade 
and arm in the line of the Army as soon as such reduction 
ean be made without depriving any officer of his commission: 

Provided further, That whenever the Secretary of War shall 
decide that it is necessary and practicable, regimental, bat- 
talion, and squadron quartermasters and commissaries shall 
be required to perform any duties that junior officers of the 
Supply Corps may properly be required to perform, and regi- 
mental and battalion quartermaster and commissary sergeants 
shall be required to perform any duties that non-commissioned 
officers or pay clerks of the Supply Corps may properly be 
required to perform: 

Provided further, That such duty or duties as are now re- 
quired by law to be performed by any officer or officers of the 
Quartermaster’s, Subsistence, or Pay Departments shall here- 
after be performed by such officer or officers of the Supply 
Corps as the Secretary of War may designate for the purpose: 

Provided further, That there shall be a Chief of the Supply 
Corps, who shall have the rank of major general while so 
serving, and who shall be appointed by the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, from among the 
officers of said corps and in accordance with the requirements 
of Section 26 of the Act of Congress approved Feb. 2, 1901, 
hereinbefore cited: : 

Provided further, That when the first vacancy in the grade 
of brigadier general in the Supply Corps, except a vacancy 
eaused by the expiration of a limited term of appointment, 
shall hereafter occur that vacancy shall not be filled, but the 
office in which the vacancy occurs shall immediately cease 
and determine. 7 

Sec. 4. That as soon as possible after the creation of a 
Supply Corps in the Army not to exceed 5,000 civilian em- 
ployees of that corps, receiving a monthly compensation of 
not less than $30 nor more than $175 each, shall be replaced 
permanently by not to exceed an equal number of enlisted 
men of said corps, and all enlisted men of the line of the 
Army detailed on extra duty in the Supply Corps or as 
bakers or assistant bakers, shall be replaced permanently by 
not to exceed 2,000 enlisted men of said corps; and for the 
purposes of this act the enlistment in the military service of 
not to exceed 7,000 men, who shall be attached permanently 
to the Supply Corps and who shall not be counted as a part 
of the enlisted force provided by law, is hereby authorized: 
Provided, That the enlisted force of the Supply Corps shall 
consist of not to exceed 15 master electricians, 650 sergeants 
(first class), 1,175 sergeants, 670 corporals, 2,650° privates 
(first class), 1,795 privates, and 45 cooks, all of whom shall 
receive the same pay and allowances as enlisted men of cor- 
responding grades in the Signal Corps of the Army, and shall 
be assigned to such duties pertaining to the Supply Corps 
as the Secretary of War may prescribe: Provided further, 
That the Secretary of War may fix the limits of age within 
which civilian employees who are actually employed by the 
Government when this act takes effect and who are to be 
replaced by enlisted men under the terms of this act may 
enlist in the Supply Corps. ‘ 

Sec. 5. That the office establishments of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral, the Inspector General, and the Chief of Staff of the 
Army are hereby consolidated, and shall hereafter constitute 
a single bureau of the War Department which shall be known 
as the Bureau of the General Staff, and of which the Chief of 
Staff shall be the head. The Adjutant General’s and Inspec- 
tor General’s Departments of the Army are hereby consoli- 
dated and merged into the General Staff Corps. The officers 
of said departments shall hereafter be known as officers of 
said corps and by the titles of the rank held by them therein. 
and so far as the officers hereby transferred to the General 
Staff Corps, and the offices held by them, may be affected, the 
provisions of Sections 26 and 27 of the Act of Congress ap- 
proved Feb. 2, 1901, are hereby extended so as to apply to 
the General Staff Corps in the manner and to the extent to 
which they now spply to the Adjutant General's and the In- 
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spector General’s Departments; but nothing in said sections 
shall be held to apply to any officers of the General Staff 
Corps except the officers transferred to that corps from the 
Adjutant General’s and Inspector General’s Departments by 
the terms of this act, and nothing in said sections or in this 
act shall be held or construed so as to nullify or change any 
of the provisions of existing law as to the detail of officers 
for duty as Chief of Staff, or as to the period for which offi- 
cers so detailed may serve. The officers now holding com- 
missions as officers of the said departments shall hereafter 
have the same tenure of commission in the General Staff 
Corps, and as officers of said corps shall have rank of the 
same grades and dates as that now held by them, and, for the 
purpose of filling vacancies among them, shall constitute one 
list, on which they shall be arranged according to rank. So 
long as any officers shall remain on said list any vacancy oc- 
curring therein shall be filled, if possible, from among such 
officers, by selection if the vacancy occurs in a grade above 
that of colonel, and, if the vacancy occurs in a grade not 
above that of colonel, by the promotion of an officer who 
would haye been entitled to promotion to that particular 
vacancy if the consolidation of departments hereby pre- 
scribed had never occurred; and if any officer who is de- 
prived of his position as head of a department by the opera- 
tion of this act shall remain on said list, without receiving 
any advancement in rank, until the time of his retirement 
from active service he shall, when retired, be retired with an 
advancement of one grade in rank: 

Provided, That, after the consolidation of bureaus, depart- 
ments, and corps hereinbefore provided for shall have been 
effected, no details to fill vacancies in the grade of colonel 
in the General Staff Corps shall be made until the number 
of officers of that grade in said corps shall have been reduced 
by three, and thereafter the number of officers of said grade 
in said corps shall not exceed ten; and no details to fill 
vacancies in the grade of lieutenant colonel in the General 
Staff corps shall be made until after the number of officers 
of that grade in said corps shall have been reduced by four. 
and thereafter the number of officers of said grade in sai 
corps shall not exceed 14; and no details to fill vacancies in 
the grade of major in the General Staff Corps shall be made 
until after the number of officers of that grade in said corps 
shall have been reduced by seven, and thereafter the number 
of officers of said grade in said corps shall not exceed 25; 
and no details to fill vacancies in the grade of captain in the 
General Staff Corps shall be made until after the number of 
officers of that grade in said corps shall have been reduced 
by 11; and thereafter the number of officers of said grade 
in said corps shall not exceed ten, and whenever the separa- 
tion of a line officer of any grade and arm from the General 
Staff Corps shall create therein a vacancy that, under the 
terms of this proviso, can not be filled by detail such sepa- 
ration shall operate to make a permanent reduction of one 
in the total number of officers of said grade and arm in the 
line of the Army as soon as such reduction can be made 
without depriving any officer of his commission: 

Provided further, That such duty or duties as are now 
required by law to be performed by any officer or officers of 
the Adjutant General’s or Inspector General’s Department 
shall hereafter be performed by such officer or officers of the 
General Staff Corps as the Secretary of War may designate 
for the purpose: 

Provided turther, That when a vacancy in the grade of 
major general shall occur among the officers hereby trans- 
ferred to the General Staff Corps that vacancy shall not be 
filled, but the office in which the vacancy occurs shall im- 
mediately cease and determine. 

Sec. 6. That the statutory office of Chief of Coast Artillery, 
and the position of Chief of the Division of Militia Affairs 
heretofore created in the War Department by executive order, 
are hereby abolished; that the office establishments of the 
Chief of Coast Artillery and the Division of Militia Affairs 
are hereby consolidated with the Bureau of the General Staff 
as created by the terms of this act, and the duties heretofore 
performed by officers of the Army serving in said establish- 
ments either by appointment or detail shall hereafter be per- 
formed by officers of the General Staff Corps: 

Provided, That hereafter no vacancies occurring in the 
grade of major general in the line of the Army shall be filled 
until the number of officers of that grade shall have been 
reduced by two, and thereafter the number of officers of said 
grade shall not exceed five; that hereafter no vacancies oc- 
curring in the grade of brigadier general in the line of the 
Army shall be filled until after the number of officers of that 
grade shall have been reduced by four, and thereafter the 
number of officers of said grade shall not exceed 12, and 
for the purposes of this act general officers not commissioned 
as officers of any of the staff corps or departments of the 
Army shall be regarded as general officers of the line. 

Sec. 7. That nothing in this act shall be held or construed 
so as to separate any officer from the Army or to diminish 
the rank now held by him, and that all laws and parts of 
laws, so far as they are consistent with the terms of tbis 
act, be, and they are hereby, repealed.

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


In his message to Congress on Dec. 7, dealing wholly 
with foreign relations, President Taft discussed at much 
length the eircumstances preceding, attending and fol- 
lowing the mobilization of our troops in Texas last 
spring. That the President did not act hastily is shown 
by his report of his interview on March 6 with Mr. 
Wilson, our Ambassador to Mexico. ‘Then, says Mr. 
Taft, he “reported to me that the conditions in Mexico 
were much more critical than the press despatches dis- 
closed; that President Diaz was on a volcano of popular 
uprising; that the small outbreaks which had occurred 
were only symptomatic of the whole condition; that a 
very large per cent. of the people were in sympathy with 
the insurrection; that a general explosion was probable 
ai any time, in which case he feared that the 40,000 or 
more American residents in Mexico might be assailed, 
and that the very large American investments might be 
injured or destroyed.” 

In ordering the mobilization the President sent to 
the Chief of Staff a letter in which, after disclaiming 


any intention of intervening, despite the fact that 
Mexican insurrectos had stolen the horses and supplies 
of the American party constructing a breakwater just 
peross the border on Mexican soil, at the mouth of the 
Colorado River, the President suggested ways in which 
the mobilization could benefit the Army. “In the first 
place.” thei [President wrote, “I want to make the 
mobilization a first class training for the Army, and I 
wish you would give your time and that of the War 
Collere to advising and carrying out maneuvers of a 
vseful character, and plan to continue to do this during 
the next three months. By that time we may expect 
that either Ambassador Wilson’s fears will have been 
realized and chaos and its consequences have ensued, or 
that the present government of Mexico will have so 
readjusted matters as to secure tranquillity—a result 
devoutly to be wished. 'The troops can then be returned 
to their posts. I understood from you in Washington 
that General Aleshire said that you could probably meet 
oll the additional expense of this whole movement out 
of the present appropriations if the troops continue in 
‘Texas for three months. I sincerely hope this is so. 
| observe from the newspapers that you have no blank 
cartridges, but I presume that this is an error, or that 
it will be easy to procure those for use as soon as your 
maneuvers begin. 

“Second. Texas is a state ordinarily peaceful, but you 
cannot put 20,000 troops into it without running some 
risk of a collision between the people of the state, and 
«specially the Mexicans who live in Texas near the 
lorder and who sympathize with the insurrectos, and 
the Federal soldiers. For that reason I beg you to be 
as careful as you can to prevent friction of any kind. 
We were able in Cuba, with the Army of Pacification 
there of something more than 5,000 troops, to maintain 
them for a year without any trouble, and I hope you can 
do the same thing in Texas. Please give your attention 
to this, and advise all the officers in command of the 
neeessity for very great circumspection in this regard. 

“Third. One of the great troubles in the concentra- 
tion of troops is the danger of disease, and I suppose 
that you have adopted the most modern methods for the 
preventing and. if necessary, for stamping out epidemics. 
That is so much a part of a campaign that it hardly 
seems necessary for me to call attention to it. 

“Finally, I wish you to examine the question of the 
patrol of the border and put as many troops on that 
‘ork as is practicable, and more than are now engaged 
in it, in order to prevent the use of our borderland for 
the earrying on of the insurrection. I have given assur- 
ances to the Mexican Ambassador on this point. I 
incerely hope that this experience will always be re- 
membered by the Army and Navy as a useful means of 
education, and I should be greatly disappointed if it 
resulted in any injury or disaster to our forces from 
‘ny cause. T have taken a good deal of responsibility 
in ordering this mobilization, but I am ready to answer 
for it if only you and those under you use the utmost 
care to avoid the difficulties which I have pointed out.” 

Going to show how the Army had lived up to what 
he had expected of it, Mr. Taft said in his message: 
“I am more than happy to here record the fact that all 
apprehensions as to the effect of the presence of so 
iarge a military force in Texas proved groundless; no 
disturbances occurred; the conduct of the troops was 
exemplary and the public reception and treatment of 
‘hem was all that could have been desired, and this 
notwithstanding the presence of a large number of 
Mexican refugees in the border territory.” 

It was not long before the President’s doubts as to 
the wisdom of mobilization, if he had any, were swept 
away. As early as April 3 Ambassador Wilson tele- 
graphed from the City: of Mexico that “our military 
dispositions on the frontier have produced an effective 
impression on the Mexican mind and may at any moment 
prove to be the only guarantees for the safety of our 
nationals and their property.” When on April 17 Gov- 
crnor Sloan, of Arizona, telegraphed news of the 
wounding of Americans in Douglas by wild Mexican 
bullets and suggesting “radical measures” be taken to 
stop such perils, President Taft replied that “I am 
loth to endanger Americans in Mexico, where they are 
necessarily exposed, by taking a radical step to prevent 
injury to Americans on our side of the border who can 
avoid it by a temporary inconvenience.” This reply 
shows the great care the President took to prevent any 
pretext for intervention. That the Army in Texas was 
the great “stabilizer” in those troubleful days on the 
horder may be judged from the remarks of the message 
on the Douglas incident: “The presence of a large mili- 
tary and naval force available for prompt action, near 
the Mexican border, proved to be most fortunate under 
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the somewhat trying conditions presented by this inva- 
sion of American rights, Had no movement theretofore 
taken place, and because of these events it had been 
necessary then to bring about the mobilization, it must 
have had sinister significance. On the other hand, the 
presence of the troops before and at the time of the un- 
fortunate killing and wounding of American citizens at 
Douglas made clear that the restraint exercised by our 
Government in regard to this occurrence was not due 
to a lack of force or power to deal with it promptly and 
aggressively, but was due to a real desire to use every 
means possible to avoid direct intervention in the affairs 
of our neighbor, whose friendship we valued and were 
most anxious to retain.” 

Other parts of the message refer to Count Togo’s visit, 
the satisfactory adjustment of questions arising from the 
Japanese annexation of Korea, the general movement 
of the Powers in the year for broader arbitration, the 
diplomatic conferences with Russia on the passport con- 
troversy and the prospect of an early amicable settle- 
ment, and the wisdom of ratifying the treaties with 
France, England, Nicaragua and Honduras.

REPORT OF ARMY CHIEF OF ORDNANCE. 


The annual report of Brig. Gen. William Crozier, 
Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., is an interesting and valuable 
document, to which we shall have occasion to refer 
more fully hereafter. The disbursements for the year 
were $10,696,166.24, being sixteen per cent. in excess of 
appropriations owing to sales to other departments. 

There has been a complete revision of ordnance 
methods under the intelligent direction of Lieut. Col. 
W. S. Pierce, in charge of the Financial Division. The 
standard regulations of this department are now com- 
bined in three volumes, thus presenting in a form com- 
pact and convenient for reference all instructions 


relative to the financial system of the department, the 
Ordnance Regulations and the Ordnance Property 
Regulations. Notwithstanding this, the attention of the 
department is still constantly directed toward the further 
improvement of methods: in particular to enable the 
head of the department to ascertain whether the work is 
being prosecuted with proper economy and celeritv. 

In our issue of Nov. 4. 1911, page 280, we published 
a report bv General Crozier upon the scientific manage- 
ment of United States arsenals. In the present report 
General Crozier goes into the subject more at length, 
giving a full explanation of the new system as applied 
to government work. illustrating its success by numerous 
examples. such as those found in the report referred to 
above. He says: 

“When the claims made by the advocates of scientific 
management first attracted my attention the question of 
the efficiency of existing shop methods was naturally 
raised in order to estimate the probable value of a 
change, Tt is believed:that the shop methods in effect 
at the different arsenals were fully abreast of the best 
general practice in private industries of the same nature. 
While, therefore, the general conditions would compare 
favorably with commercial practice, in those arsenal 
shops engaged in the manufacture of small arms, ammu- 
nition, ete., where the work consists of turning out large 
quantities of the same pieces, the necessity for closely 
co-ordinating the successive operations and for eliminat- 
ing delays had been more evident than in general 
machine shop and jobbing work, more study had been 
given the subject, and as a result the methods there 
were highly developed. It may be said, in fact, that 
those shops have had scientific management for years, 
and do not, therefore, appear to afford as wide a field 
for improvement as might be found in the others. I 
may also say that one of the earliest publications upon 
‘scientific management’ was a work entitled, ‘The Cost 
of Manufactures and the Administration of Workshops,’ 
by Capt. Henry Metcalfe, an officer of the Ordnance 
Department, published in 1885.” 

Speaking of the effect of the new system upon the 
wages of the workmen, General Crozier says: “Briefly 
stated these features contemplate offering additional pay 
to workmen for work performed in the manner and 
sequence selected from the results of careful study, and 
completed within the time which that study indicates as 
sufficient for the purpose. The saving in time results, 
aside from any increased efficiency of machines. chiefly 
from the effect of the instructions given the workmen, 
by which their effort is more advantageously applied, 
and will involve no exhausting exertion on their part, 
nor such as should be disagreeable. If the work is not 
performed within this given time, the workman receives 
his regular daily pay: never less than his regular pay. 
The proposition is simply that if he follows his instruc- 
tions and by so doing saves time, his pay will increase 
in proportion to the time saved. For example, a work- 
man has been doing a piece of work in 190 minutes. 
After painstaking study of the job and of all the means 
of saving time the man is carefully instructed as to 
these means, and is told that for every minute saved, 
within, say, 120 minutes, he will be paid for half a 
minute at his regular rate, in addition to his regular 
daily pay; and that it is thought that he can do the 
work in seventy-two minutes, for which time the increase 
over his regular pay will amount to 331-3 per cent. 
The real point in the matter, however. is the determina- 
tion, by a method of scientific common sense, of the time 
within which the work can and should be done, and the 
particular method of compensation as a stimulus for 
meeting this time is not important.” 

“In getting this system going, for the last two years 
or more,” says General Crozier, “the commanding officer 
of the Watertown Arsenal, Lieut. Col. Charles B. 
Wheeler, and his first assistant, Major C, C. Williams, 
have been called upon for efforts much in excess of those 
corresponding to ordinary working hours, and have ex- 
hibited a degree of zeal and intelligence which merits 
special mention.” 

With an increase of 475 in property returns the ex- 
pense of auditing has been reduced from $29,014.42 to 
$24,500, a net direct saving of $4,514.42, due to the 
existence of the auditing system. A series of tables are 
given showing the cost of maintenance of the organiza- 
tions of the several branches of the line of the Army. 
There is a great difference in the amounts used, showing 
that there would be a great saving if all officers were 
as careful as the most economical. General Crozier says: 
“As soon as means are provided whereby either extrava- 
gance on the one hand or failure to maintain a proper 
equipment on the other will certainly affect an officer’s 
advancement or his pocket, it will be possible to adopt 
a system of property accountability, based upon an 
annual allowance determined from the maintenance 
records now kept, which will not only materially reduce 
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the clerical labor of preparing and auditing the returns, 


but, it is believed, will, in addition, compel a much 
more careful use of all ordnance and ordnance stores. 
It can safely be predicted that such a system would 
effect a large saving in the cost of maintenance of the 
Army.” 

General Crozier recommends an increase in the allow- 
ances of ammunition to provide for the Schoel of Fire 
for Field Artillery. 

The details of ordnance work during the year we 
reserve for another week.

NAVY ANNUAL REPORTS. 
BUREAU OF NAVIGATION. 





Showing a native-born percentage of citizenship of 
nearly ninety, the annual report of Rear Admiral R. F. 
Nicholson, U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, 
gives interesting information as to the enlisted personnel 
of the Navy. On June 30, 1911, there were in the Navy 
47.612 men of all ratings, an increase over the corre- 
sponding date of 1910 of 2,536. This number exceeded 
by 112‘the quota allowed by law, but as it is inclusive 


of prisoners under sentence of dishonorable discharge 
the authorized strength has not been reached. The 
percentage of citizenship is: Native born, 89.79; 
— 6.41; total citizens of the United States, 


As heretofore, 2,500 apprentice seamen have been kept 
under training at the training stations in commission 
during the year, and while the demands of the fleet for 
ordinary seamen and coal passers have been heavy, 
owing to the increase of the Battleship Fleet, the de- 
mands have been well met. 

Reports from ships in commission and observation of 
the apprentice seamen at training stations have assured 
the burean that the material supplies by training stations 
is of a high order. 

The recruiting service did excellent work in the year. 
There was a steady gain throughout the year and a net 
gain of 2.536. In obtaining this increase the high 
standard for recruits has been maintained. The total 
enlistment for the year was 15.724. . 

A decrease in desertions over last year is noted. This 
result is due to several causes, the principal one, it is 
helieved. being the liberal policy pursued in regard to 
discharging men for good reason prior to expiration of 
enlistment. Percentage of desertions for the year ending 
Jure 80. 1911, was 4.16. 

That the desertion rate is affected by the want of 
vigorous methods of apprehension, such as are employed 
in the Army, is suggested by this language in the report: 
“The finger-print system of identification should have 
a deterring effect on desertion. Undoubtedly it would 
if greater efforts were made to apprehend deserters, for 
there is no doubt about the efficiency of the system, and 
those who desert know it. The bureau’s files of identifi- 
cation cards are now complete. In the year 438 men 


were identified by means of the finger prints. It is a 
system of practically absolute accuracy.” 
The apprentice seamen under instruction June 30 


numbered 1,572 at Newport, 896 at Norfolk and 490 at 
Yerba Buena. After describing briefly but succinctly 
the work of the yeoman, electrical and other classes, the 
report says: “The foregoing shows that the Navy, in 
addition to being a military organization, is also a 
great manual training school, supplying a constant 
stream of trained artisans for the needs of the many 
industrial enterprises of civil life.’ 

The discharges in the year aggregated 6,060, of which 
807 were dishonorable; applications for retirement 
numbered 42, and the deaths 245. The heavy discharge 
rate promises to be even heavier the coming year, owing 
to the extremely large number of enlistments in 1907 
and 1908, the enlistments jumping from 14,329 in 1907 
to 21,938 in 1908. Of this large number, more than 
36,000 all told, those serving their full periods, will have 
been discharged in 1911 and 1912. The circular-letter 
system has been developed until it is the most important 
factor in advertising for recruits, the mailing list em- 
bracing young men in practically every state in the 
Union. The number of men serving under re-enlistment 
June 380 was 12,978, the percentage of re-enlisted men 
being 27.26, or more than a quarter. The valuable work 
of the Hydrographic Office for the year is described at 
considerable length. We reserve a review of this for 
a later issue. 





CHIEF OF BUREAU OF YARDS AND DOCKS. 


Limitation of bidders to those able to perform the 
work bid on is giving excellent results in navy yards, 
according to the annual report of Civil Engr. R. C. 
Hollyday, U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks. The failures of the contractors with Drydock 
No. 4 at the New York Yard were largely responsible 
for the change in policy by which invitation to bid on 
construction of large works was limited to a certain 
number of engineering and contracting firms known to 
possess all the requisite facilities for carrying on the 
work. Work on the New York dock will probably be 
completed by Jan. 1 next. eight months ahead of contract 
time. The vard at Pearl Harbor, H.T.. should be ready 
for overation. with the exception of the drydock, by 
July 1, 1912. The dock is not due for completion until 
May 22, 1918. The report says that “neither in this 
country nor in any other country will a naval station 
of the magnitude of Pearl Harbor have been laid out 
and put in operation in so short time after the construc- 
tion was authorized.” This station was authorized by 
the Act of May 13, 1908. Consolidation of the power 
plants has been completed at Portsmouth, Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Washington, Norfolk and Charles- 
ton. Placing all public works of the Navy under the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks has greatly simplified and 
standardized the construction of improvements ashore. 
On June 30 last construction work to cost fifteen 
millions was in progress under the supervision of this 
bureau. In the year the bureau spent $6,168,709 on 
public works. $1,304,655 on maintenance of yards and 
stations, $648,421 on repairs and preservation of navy 
yards and $24,224 for contingent matters, making a total 
expenditure of $8,146,010. 


CHIEF OF ORDNANCE, U.S.N. 

Taking the view that false ideas of the desirability 
of certain features of the so-called hand-loading ‘systems 
have been engendered by the excellent results obtained 


at target pengtice, Rear Admiral Nathan C. Twining, 
Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance of the Navy, in hie 
annual report announces that the belief of the bureau 
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is that the true measure of a turret’s efficiency is the 
average rate of fire it can maintain until its ammunition 
supply is exhausted, rather than the rate it can maintain 
during the short or long period of time required to 
exhaust the supply of shell stowed in the turret. So 
long as the supply of shell is not exhausted in the turret 
a rapidity of fire can be maintained when the powder 
is passed up by hand which is at least equal to that 
maintained when ammunition is mechanically supplied. 

In the triple-turret design of battleships Nos. 36 and 
27, first appearing in U.S. battleships, a modified form 
of mount has solved the problems presented. The 
mounts proper, rammers. ammunition hoists, sights and 
other items of turret equipment especially designed for 
these turrets give every promise of being practical and 
efficient. No projecting sight hoods will be required for 
the sights of the new type, and their arrangement will 
reduce the number of men required for their operation. 
The number of vessels in which magazine cooling systems 
are to be installed has been much reduced owing to re- 
consideration of previous decisions. 

The situation with respect to armor-piercing shells 
has improved but little in the year. The issue of revised 
specifications by the bureau may facilitate matters. A 
definite policy should be formulated as to the assignment 
of landing guns to vessels before any more of such 
guns are purchased. In the year the Naval Gun Fac- 
torv at Washington did this amount of work: Guns, all 
calibers, completed, 115; partly completed, 137; re- 
building, 10: lined. 20; total, 282. Total weight of 
shiprents, 12.256.280 pounds; expenditures, labor and 
material, $6.791.743. At the Naval Proving Ground 
gvns proved numbered 182: lots of projectiles tested, 
870: mounts proved, 64, and powder tests, 90. At the 
powder factory the output was twenty-five per cent. 
greater than in 1910 and the reduction in cost per 
pound about five per cent. Without strict compliance 
with the regulations established by the inspector the 
existence of the Marine rifle range near the proving 
ground at Winthrop. Md., may interfere with the work 
of the proving ground. 





CHIEF OF BUREAU OF STEAM ENGINEERING. 

An indication of the coming wider use of oil for fuel 
in the Navy is given in the announcement in the annual 
report of the Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering, 
U.S.N., Engr.-in-Chief H. I. Cone, of the making of 
preparations st the navy yard, Philadelphia, for the 
instruction of firemen and water tenders in the methods 
of burning oil. “A lack of such a place of instruction 
has greatly hindered the development of the art of oil 
burning in the Navy.” A computing section has been 
formed in the drafting room which is expected to give a 
greater continuity of method in machinery design. In 
going over the same ground as did Secretary Meyer in 
his report the Bureau Chief says it has been found 
difficult to maintain the Niclausse boilers of the U.S.S. 
Colorado and Pennsylvania in efficient corcition because 
of the inability to obtain special parts for these boilers 
at reasonable prices and without great delay. Eight 
boilers in each ship have been converted into a boiler 
resembling the Babcock and Wilcox at practically little 
expense. Other boilers of these vessels will receive the 
same treatment. The hope is expressed that the exten- 
sive development of the heavy oil engines of the Diesel 
type abroad will eventually make this type available for 
use in the large vessels of the Navy. The submarines 
recently contracted for will have engines of the Diesel 
type. The high-powered wireless station at Fort Myer 
is expected to be in operation by July 1, 1912.

He reports the satisfactory operation of the system 
of cost-of-work accounting as inaugurated by the Secre- 
tary at Boston, and ordered to be put into effect in the 
last of the industrial navy yards on April 4, 1911. The 
system as operated in the navy yard at Boston is con- 
sidered most practicable and businesslike for the needs 
of the Service. The effort is to preserve a common 
system in all the yards. Unusual difficulties were found 
at the Washington Yard, but the system is now in 
operation there. Many practical benefits have resulted 
from the system of cost-of-work accounting now required 
by law. Representatives from several departments, after 
inspecting the results as shown by the books of this 
bureau, have favorably commented upon its completeness 
and adaptability for the government service generally. 
It is not believed that the vast economies to result from 


the present laws were fully realized when they were 
passed. No longer are appropriations augmented by the 
stock drawn from previous years. 

The money allotment system for supplies (except coal 
and ammunition) on board ship, which was made pos- 
sible by the inauguration of the general storekeeping 
system afloat, as extended to all vessels of the Navy 
having the general storekeeping system in operation on 
Oct. 1, 1910, is operating in a most satisfactory and 
economical manner. 

Whatever may be said of indicated money savings in 
the value of supplies used on shipboard, common sense 
teaches us that economy of expenditures in material 
must result in a greater degree if they are drawn as 
actually needed than if drawn because they may be 
needed. The plan of placing officers of the Pay Corps 
in charge of the general stores on board ship and of 
the keeping of accounts pertaining thereto, as well as 
those pertaining to equipage, which was extended by 
G.O. No. 78 of Aug. 19, 1910, to all vessels of the Navy 
in commission having pay officers attached thereto, has 
heen most successful in effecting the principal objects 
of this system, namely: Inventories of stock in navy 
yards and on shipboard are constantly in progress. A 
new set of books has been opened at the bureau based 
on the latest bookkeeping practice. Lack of clerks 
delays the completion of this new system. On July 1, 
1910, a general ledger was opened in the central account- 
ing office of each of the industrial navy yards where 
there had been no bookkeeping before. 

The system of making consolidated purchases which 
was established. during the last year has resulted in a 
decrease of 90,300 in the number of schedules distributed, 
but in an increase in the number of proposals received 
and the number of bids received on each class. ‘There 
is now the keenest competition among manufacturers, 
whereby the Navy Department secures the benefit of the 
lowest market price, and considerably reduces the labor 
and expense in advertising for material and in the 
preparation of schedules and the amount of inspection 
work necessary. In such concentrated purchases the 
quality of materials purchased is becoming more 
standardized. By purchasing hemp in Manila $30,000 
has been saved. The issuance of a standard specification 
for boiler compound has reduced the price from fifteen 
to twenty cents per pound to four or five cents. By 
designating certain yards as distributing points the 
accumulation of supplies has been prevented. It is 
pleasing to note that the Navy Department’s standard 
specifications are referred to frequently by other 
branches of the Government, and in many lines of trade 
“Navy Specifications” are looked on as standard. 

A commissary store has been established at the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard, and one will be established at other 
yards as soon as pay officers become available. The 
central allotment office has reduced the number of clerks 
required from seven to three and has prevented con- 
fusion. An unusually high standard of coal has been 
furnished; in all, 744,423 tons, costing $3,170,214.98. 
A large amount of fluid oil has been supplied with little 
or no difficulty. 

From information received, the bureau is convinced 
that the coal in the Matanuska and Bering River fields 
is available for working, and it is suggested that 
Congress be urged to provide for the opening and opera- 
tion by the Government of these fields at the earliest 
practicable date, and that the opening of mines in these 
fields by private enterprise be encouraged, in the hope 
of making the coal supply on the Pacific coast a 
certainty. 

One of the greatest economies along all lines would 
result from the consolidation of appropriations. 





JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL, U.S.N. 


Of the enlisted men of the Navy there were tried and 
convicted by general courts-martial in the last fiscal 
year 1,226, and of the Marine Corps 312. The per- 
centage was higher among the Marines than in the Navy, 
the former having a rate of 2.36 of trials and convic- 
tions against 1.98 for the Navy. Summary courts were 


for 8,246 men in the Navy and 1,357 in the Corps, the 
respective percentages being 13.33 and 10.28. Deck 
courts were for 10,763 in the Navy and 3,102 in the 
Corps, the percentages, respectively, being 17.40 and 
23.50. The total trials of officers by G.C.M. in the year 
were twenty-two, of whom four were Marine officers. 
Of these nineteen were convicted. Total G.C.M. trials 
of enlisted men amounted to 1.538, of which thirty-eight 
resulted in acquittal. Several pages of the report of 
Judge Advocate General Robert L. Russell, U.S.N., from 
which we take the above figures, are given up to the 
findings of the hoard appointed to examine the present 
system of punishments for military offenses, including 
the general policy toward prisoners in naval prisons. 
In our issue of Aug. 19, page 15538, the description of 
the new Naval Detention Barracks at Port Royal, S.C., 
gave substantially the findings of the board and the 
system of treatment to be followed at the barracks. 
Gratifying responses have been received from most state 
governors communicated with respecting legislative 
action to prevent discrimination against the uniform in 
places of amusement, etc., indicating a desire to further 
the movement. So excellent is the sanitary condition 
of the naval prisons that prisoners are generally better 
physically on discharge from confinement than when 
received. The need of a law library adequately supplied 
with reference books is set forth.

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UNITED STATES MARINE CORPS. 


W. P. Biddle, major general commanding the Marine 
Corps, reports that the health and discipline of the 
personnel are good. There is too much guard duty to 
admit of proper instruction, and it is intended to recom- 
mend that, except in emergencies, privates be not de- 
tailed for guard duty oftener than once in three days. 
Recrvit depots are being established at Philadelphia, 
Port Royal. Mare Island and Puget Sound, where three 
months’ instruction will be given under specially qualified 
officers before assignment to duty. It is expected that 
after three months approximately 900 men will be under 
training. Two officers and six non-coms. have taken a 
course in physieal training at the Naval Academy. 
Systematic instruction is to be promoted by the organi- 
zation of permanent companies. The personnel of the 
Marine Corps should be increased to equal at least 
twenty per cent. of Navy increase. The marine barracks 





at Annapolis are to be used as a training place for two 
ships’ detachments, from which vacancies on shipboard 
can be filled promptly. 

Minor repairs and improvements at all the stations 
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are reported. In June the Advanced Base School was 
moved from New London to Philadelphia. ‘The course 
of instruction at the Marine Officers’ School has been 
very thorough, and the results achieved have been ex. 
tremely gratifying. 

The marine battalion stationed on the Isthmus of 
Panama consists of fourteen officers and 415 enlisted 
men. Reports received show that the health of the 
command has been excellent during the past year. It is 
suggested that the necessary steps be taken to secure 
the allotment of a site within the limits of the Canal 
Zone for the use of the advanced base and expeditionary 
forces of the Marine Corps. It is believed that better 
results would be obtained for the Service at large if 
the strength of the Marine Corps permitted of all ex: 
peditionary forces being taken from shore stations, 
using the marines of. the fleet as a landing force only 
on those oceasions where immediate action is necessary, 
and in conjunction with the fleet itself. 

At Honolulu are six officers and 183 enlisted men, 

which force will be considerably increased upon comple- 
tion of the barracks, bids for which were opened Dec. 
4, 1911. The health of the little detachment of three 
officers and 100 enlisted men at Guam is good. On 
June 30, 1911, there were thirty-nine officers and 1,129 
enlisted men in the Philippine brigade. The condition 
of the Pekin Legation guard is most satisfactory. 
_ The interpost, division and Marine Corps competi- 
tions, authorized by Navy Department orders, were 
carried out on a more extensive scale than ever before 
in the corps, and have stimulated interest in rifle prac: 
tice generally throughout the corps. The division com. 
petition developed some splendid shooting. On April 17, 
1911, Private Shaffer won the North China Championship 
and the trophy. The most important events won by the 
Marine Corps team and members of the squad were 
the National Team Match and the President’s Match, 
which latter was won by Corpl. Calvin A. Lloyd, 
U.S.M.C. This is the first year that a Marine Corps 
team took first place in the National Team Match— 
the most important military rifle match in the country— 
and when it is considered that the team was composed 
of practically new men (ten men having been eliminated 
from last year’s team under the National Match rules) 
the result is all the more gratifying. ; 

New rifles have been secured from the Army and are 
being distributed. The organization of the new system 
of providing rations known as the “Component System” 
has resulted in stimulating competition with a further 
result of a very material saving to the Government. It 
is estimated that a saving of approximately $50,000 will 
be effected during the current year by this method of 
procuring the ration. : 

The cost of recruiting per man has been $38.88. with 
transportation, $57.98. The corps is now short sixty- 
one men. The new system of recruiting will result in 
greater economy and efficiency. To the enlisted men 
103 good conduct medals and ninety-two good conduct 
medal bars have been issued.

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THE SIXTY-SECOND CONGRESS. 
SECOND (FIRST REGULAR) SESSION. 

The second session of the present Congress opened 
on Monday, Dec. 4, 1911, with seventy-nine Senators 
and 323 Representatives answering the roll. The Senate 
was in session but seventeen minutes, and the only 
business transacted in the upper branch was to fix the 
daily meeting hour at two p.m. In the House five new 
members, appointed to fill out unexpired terms caused 
by death, were sworn in. These are: William J. Brown- 
ing, First Congressional District of New Jersey ; W. D. 
B. Ainey, Fourteenth Congressional District of Pennsyl- 
vania: Dan V. Stephens, Third Congressional District 
of Nebraska: Joseph Taggert, Second Congressional 
District of Kansas; Kenneth D. McKellar, Tenth Con- 
gressional District of Tennessee. d 

Under the “Bills Before Congress” will be noted the 
following important measures which were introduced 
the first day: The bill to commission midshipmen as 
ensigns upon graduation, and two measures: relating to 
the appointment of admirals and vice admirals in the 
Navy. 

Messrs. Fitzgerald and Wilson, of New York, presented 
memorials of the New York Legislature urging the U.S. 
Government to establish an Army post at Albany, N.Y. 

The bill authorizing the acceptance of the gift of a 
statue of an American Indian to be erected in New York 
Harbor. passed at the first session of the present Con- 
gress, but lacking the signature of the president of the 
Senate at adjournment, was signed by_the president pro 
tem. on Dee. 5 in the absence of the Vice-President. | 

It is felt to be assured that the Sherwood bill granting 

pensions of a dollar a day to veterans of the Civil War 
will be passed in the House before the holidays. A 
statement to this effect was made this week by Repre- 
sentative Underwood, the Democratic leader. The bill 
would increase appropriations on account of pensions 
about $40,000,000 annually, making the pension dis- 
bursements of the Government about $200,000,000 a year. 
The Senate is not favorably disposed to the bill in its 
present form on account of the large appropriation 
involved. 
The sum of $250.000 will be asked of Congress for 
the completion of the removal of the wreck of the battle- 
ship Maine in Havana Harbor. The members of the 
House Appropriations Committee who visited and in- 
spected the wreck have returned to Washington and 
recommended the above amount. =

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Dec. 7, 1911. 

The wisdom of the midshipmen pulled them out of the 
‘‘rate’’ tangle in regard to the election of a captain for the 
Navy football team of next season. The team had no man of 
the First Class left, and it is against Naval Academy customs 
for under-class men to rate First Class men anywhere. The 
way out of the difficulty was found in selecting Mdsn. Peter 
P. Rodes, one of the fullbacks of the squad, and next year a 
member of the Second Class, but who ‘‘rates’’ the First 
Class, as captain. Midshipman Rodes had a spell of illness 
and had to fall back a year; but he did not lose his ‘‘rate’’ 
by it, for the adage at the Naval Academy is: ‘‘Only once a 
plebe.’’ This rule runs through all of the classes. Some 
years ago, when a court-martial was hearing some hazing 
cases, the members of that tribunal were astonished when a 
‘‘plebe’’ witness said he rated the First Class. He had been 
in the Academy one year; was turned back a year, then re- 
signed, stayed out a year, and went back as a plebe when 
his original class was in its graduating year. For all the 
customs and usages of the Academy, obtaining among the mid- 


shipmen, he was equal to the ‘‘saviest’’ First Class man. 
Mdsn. W. T. Cochran, Second Class, won the annual in- 
dividual football contest of the Naval Academy on Wednes- 
day. The tests were in handling punts and forward passes 
and in kicking. The Naval Academy football team were en- 
tertained Wednesday afternoon by Superintendent Gibbons. 
Soccer football will hereafter be recognized by the authori- 
ties as one of the regular sports at the Naval Academy, and 
the first practice took place Thursday afternoon. John P. 
Dalton, the retiring captain of the regular football team, 
played soccer before he entered the Academy, and a squad 
of about fifty midshipmen started to learn the game under 
his tutelage. A number of the regular team men and officers 
were also present, and enjoyed the game greatly. The gen- 
eral opinion was that it was a good sport and would prove 
a fine open-air game for the midshipmen between the closing 
of the season for regular football and the beginning of spring 
sports. Two practice games took place Thursday afternoon, 
two teams being composed of Fourth Classmen, and two of 
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other midshipmen. Match games will probably be scheduled 
next year.” 

_ The rowing squad will be brought together for the first 
time this season by Mdsn. William G. Greenman, First Class, 
captain of the crew. They will commence gymnasium work 
at once. Richard Glendon, the coach, will come on _ next 
month. John G. Cantler, keeper of the boat house, has the 
shells in fine order. 

Mdsn. Robert Wenzell is captain of the Navy’s basketbal! 
team. The opening contest will be with the Baltimore Medi- 
cal College, Dec. 16. he Navy’s five are being coached by 
Héen. George F. Jacobs, captain of the Academy’s team of 
The baseball nine of the Naval Academy will be coached 
this spring by E. L. Breckenridge, who has been coach of 
the Navy’s team for the last two seasons. The coming season 
is the year that the West Point and Naval Academy teams 
play ball in Annapolis. They take alternate years to meet 
at the two reg Academies. 

An innovation has been made, calculated to improve the 
marching abilities of the midshipmen. Heretofore when the 
sections, receiving instruction at the mathematics building, 
marched back to quarters at Bancroft Hall, unless the Acad- 
emy band was playing, they had no music by which to keep 
step. Now a bugler and drummer give them the time for 
their steps down to Bancroft Hall. 

The Naval Experiment Station is about to begin three tests 
to try the strength of coal kept under three conditions: Coal 
under water; coal under cover; coal not under cover. 

Commo. William H. Beehler, U.S.N., retired, addressed the 
Christian Association of the Naval Academy on Sunday eve- 
ning. The topic of the address was ‘‘Personal reminiscences 
of a naval attaché in Germany, and the need of highest ranks 
in the Navy.’’. The Commodore urged that the rank of vice- 
admiral be maintained in order to keep up the dignity of the 
Navy. The speaker related the incident of Prince Henry, 
of Germany, according a British captain, breveted as com- 
modore, precedence in a certain naval function over Com- 
modore Dewey, whom he had been informed was of a less 
rank than the British officer, The next oie | the Prince, 
on finding his mistake, went in person to Commodore Dewey's 
ship and explained the matter to him.

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NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


The action to test the legality of the retirement law for 
age for commissioned officers in the New York National Guard, 
which goes into effect Dec. 31, 1911, will be taken into court 
by Col. William G. Bates, 71st N.G.N.Y., who has been en- 





gaged as counsel by one of the officers interested. Colonel 
Bates will commence proceedings after Dec. 81, and has 
already notified the adjutant general to this effect. Colonel 


Bates and a number of other officers believe the retirement 
law unconstitutional, but at the same time there are many 
other officers who believe the new law will be upheld.

WASHINGTON. 


Capt. Harry W. Newton, U.S.A., detailed as instructor for 

the Coast Artillery Reserve Corps of the state of Washington, 
has arranged a schedule of visits to the various Artillery com- 
pany stations during the season 1911-1912. The course of 
study for the winter of 1911-12 will embrace the following 
subjects: The Infantry Drill Regulations, 1911; ‘‘The Ele- 
ments of Military Hygiene,’’ by Major P. M. Ashburn; ‘‘Tac- 
tical Principles and Problems,’’ by Capt. M. E. Hanna; Small 
Arms Firing Regulations. The course of study in military 
hygiene will he taken by all officers. The other subjects by 
all officers except chaplains and medical officers. The reports 
of Capt. Harry W. Newton, U.S.A., as inspector-instructor of 
the Coast Artillery Reserve Corps at_the joint exercises of 
the Army and Militia, Fort Worden, July 9 to 21, inclusive, 
1911, are too voluminous for verbatim publication in orders. 
It may be noted, however, that they are generally commenda- 
tory, all organizations having been found sufficiently uni- 
formed and equipped for active service and fairly proficient 
in Coast Artillery drill and target practice. 
_ Major Gen. Charles F, Roe will review the 47th N.Y. in 
its armory in Brooklyn on the night of Jan. 10. The officers 
of U. S. Grant Post G.A.R., will review the regiment on Feb. 
7, and Gen. David E. Austen will review the regiment the 
latter part of March on the annual veterans’ review. 

All the surviving Civil War veterans of the 22d Regiment, 
N.G.N are requested to communicate for enrollment to 
Gen. George W. Wingate at 20 Nassau street, New York city, 
in preparation for the celebration of the fiftieth anniversary 
of the departure of the regiment for the war in 1862. It is 
proposed to hold a fitting celebration on May 28, 1912, and 
it will probably be held in the new armory on Washington 
Heights. 

Officers of the New York National Guard on the night of 
Dec. 4 received an order from division headquarters directing 
a problem of mobilization to be carried out by the entire 
National Guard, a purely theoretical problem, and not, of 
course, an actual mobilization. The period fixed for solution 
will expire on Dec. 14, prior to which time all data must be 
at division headquarters at Albany. The assumed emergency 
is that the National Guard of the state has been directed by 
the Governor to mobilize between Smithtown and Port Jeffer- 
son, Long Island, in compliance with a call by the President 
of the United States. All the troops must be fully supplied 
for a campaign. The Coast Artillery Corps are assigned to 
forts in the harbor. The orders assign the time of arrival 
of the troops, and give other details. The problem calls for 
the orders of C.O. and subordinates, reports of action taken 
by the several staff officers, copies of hypothetical contracts 
entered into in the execution of orders. Statements as to 
measures taken to secure necessary animals, wagons, etc., 
with contract vouchers. Lines of travel and routing of or- 
ganization in movement to rendezvous. Officers generally are 


not particularly pleased at having such a problem to solve at 
this time. What with drills, officers’ schools, studying the 
new Drill Regulations, etc., officers point out they have more 
than enough to attend to with these, and think that the solu- 
tion of problems could best be left until the end of the drill 
season.

W. E. asks: I was convicted in a civil court upon a charge 
of petty larceny. Served sixty (60) days in a civil jail and 
was then turned over to the military authorities. Was tried 
by a general court-martial, charged with absence without 
leave and petty larceny, and wis acquitted. 1 maintained, 
on the court-martial, that my errest and detention by the 
civil police was merely a plot to have me declared a deserter 
from the Army so that they (the police) could collect the 
reward of $50. The nine officers who composed the military 
court were evidently of the same opinion, since I was acquitted 
of the charge. My ray during the period of confinement (two 
months) was stopped by the paymaster. I have been un- 
officially informed that I have a legitimate claim for pay for 
those two months. Have I? Answer: ‘‘Army regulation 131 
{which provides for forfeiture of pay while absent without 
leave] is applicable to a man absent in the hands of civil 
authorities if he is convicted in a civil court.’’ Circular 21, 
War D., 1909. ‘‘An enlisted man forfeits his pay and _allow- 
ances during the period of an absence without ‘leave. During 
such absence he renders no service and therefore earns neither 
pay nor allowances. The forfeiture accrues independently of 
the result of a trial for the military offense involved in the 
unauthorized absence.’’ Opinion J.A.G.

Answer: Read Navy Regulations, Par. 834, see your discharge 
paper and if recommended there apply through the channel.

NEW YORE 
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The African versus the Eskimo 
From the General Utility Standpoint 


Letter No. 8. Dec. 9, 1911. 


I once knew a charming young lady whose aged spinster aunts 
objected to her fiancé, because he was irregular in attending prayer 
meetings. Had she been guided by their advice, she would have lost 
a perfectly good husband. 

Considerable agitation has been raised by lead battery manu- 
facturers of late, because of the temporary effect of low temperatures 
on the capacity of the Edison Storage Battery. 

For reasons best understood by those who have grasped at this 
straw as it floats by, no verbal emphasis has been given to the lasting, 
destructive effect of high temperature on lead storage batteries. 

As the weather has gotten into the habit of giving us a variety, 
and as sauce prepared for goose is of equal gastronomic value when 
partaken of with gander, a short dissertation on this temperature 
subject may prove of interest. 

In “Standard Handbook for Electrical Engineers,” published by 
the McGraw Hill Book Publishing Company, we find, under Sec- 
tion 9, an excellent treatise on Storage Batteries. 

In Paragraph 46 thereof, we read, in black-faced type: . . 
“Cells, however, deteriorate rapidly if worked at temperatures above 
100° Fahr., and this, therefore, should be the maximum temperature 
where possible, that they are subjected to.” 

Again, in Paragraph 69, “When the cells are overcharged, their 
temperature is increased, which softens the rubber, and under the 
influence of the pressure the corrugations flatten out and the only 
separation between the electrodes is that of the thin perforated sheet. 
The soft material of the negative electrode presses through the 
perforations until contact is made with the positive plate, and the 
two electrodes are thus short-circuited.” 

This, of course, refers to the condition when only perforated 
rubber separators are used. In Paragraph 55, we find, “Another 
form of separator which is much in vogue, is made of a thin sheet 
of porous wood. In spite of the fact that these last named separators 
are liable to release in the electrolyte organic acids, injurious to the 
plates, and that they have a limited life, usually from 12 to 18 months, 
they have the merit of giving absolute separation and of being very 
low in the first cost, besides being easily renewable.” 

In Paragraph 85, Rules For Operation: 

Rule 15.—‘“Never let the battery temperature rise above 110° 
Fahr. and, if possible, keep below 100° Fahr.” 

It would be interesting to know how the operator is going to 
follow directions when the thermometer is 90 to 95 in the shade, 
as it was during several months last summer, and as it is practically 
all the time in the Tropics. 

From Nickel Hydrate and Iron Oxide received from the Edison 
Chemical Works in Silver Lake, N.J., samples of the hydrate are 
made up into positive plates, and samples of the oxide into 
negatives. 

The positives are assembled into test cells with previously tested 
iron oxide negatives. Similarly, the iron oxide negatives are as- 
sembled with known value positives. 

These test cells are put into a steam jacketed box, and kept at a 
temperature of 132° Fahr. for 450 charges and discharges. They 
are then run through four cycles of charge and discharge at normal 
temperature. Jf they do not show rated capacity after this treatment, 
the nickel hydrate, or iron oxide, or both, as the test may indicate, 
are rejected. 

If capacity is shown, the hydrate or oxide is deemed good 
enough for Edison Battery manufacture. 

Wishing to see how far this could be carried, Mr. Edison has 
put several cells through a drastic test of 1450 cycles of charge and 
discharge at 132° Fahr., and they still show 80 per cent. of their 
rated capacity at normal temperature. 

The capacity of an Edison Cell, charged at 132° Fahr., is about 
one-third its normal capacity. But if charged at temperatures be- 


tween 32° and 110° Fahr., it may be discharged at temperatures to 
and including at least 132° Fahr., and show rated capacity, and 
usually above. The higher the temperature on discharge up to about 
132° Fahr., the greater the capacity. 

Actual tests have shown that an Edison Cell may be placed in 
boiling water, and put through several cycles of charge and dis- 
charge, without injury; it may be subjected to a temperature of 47° 
below zero Fahr. for a day, in either a charged or discharged con- 
dition, and, when thawed out, will show, on charge and discharge 
at normal temperature, normal rating. 

Some months ago, we sent a battery of Edison Cells to the New 
York Testing Laboratories for an impartial, authentic test as to low 
temperature. We had experienced no difficulty with the several 
thousand automobiles, trucks, delivery wagons, etc., operated by 
Edison Battery in Canada and other parts of the country not blessed 
with California climate, but wished to know what a theoretical test 
would show. When these tests were obtainable, we published them 
in bulletin form, and distributed them freely. A copy is yours for 
the asking. 

Summarized briefly, the results are of interest to the Ice Man 

If he wishes to operate his delivery wagon by Edison Cells, 
he must place them in a reasonably tight box, underneath his wagon, 
and not pack them in with the ice. 

When a tank of water is warmed, as a cell is when charging, 
and placed out of doors when the temperature is low, it takes a long 
t'me for it to freeze solid, or even to reach 40°. Fahr. It takes a 
zreat deal longer to freeze a cake of ice than it does to boil the 
equivalent volume of water. 

Africa is hot. No one denies this fact. 

Greenland is cold, and the North Polar region is colder. 

When Rear-Admiral Peary reached the Pole, he was accom- 
panied by an African. 

Therefore, it is apparent that if an African goes to the Arctic 
and wraps up, as does the Eskimo, he can get along about as well— 
in fact better than those Eskimo who fell by the wayside in that last 
historic dash. 

Eskimo who have come to the States have not thrived. The 
heat prostrates them. It is reasonable to suppose they would not 
last long in Africa. 

It is apparent that an African can live and thrive in the Tropics 
and Arctic equally well, and as an Eskimo cannot live in the Tropics, 
the African is the more perfect human mechanism of the two.
